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Arrest in June Murder 
of Gay Man 

New PD Print Computer Fingers Suspect 



The SFPD made an arrest this week of a murder suspect 
in the death of a 28-year-old Gay man on June 13, 1983. 

In the hours after midnight that Monday, James West, a 
cashier for Yellow Cab, was repeatedly stabbed in his Bush 
Street studio apartment. At the time, the police inspector 
described the scene as “a gory death.” It was a brutal murder 
and police were reluctant to disclose any details save that West 
had been stabbed and slashed in the chest and throat. 


This week SFPD revealed 
that the murderer left a bloody 
fingerprint. It was fed into the 
department’s new fingerprint 
computer. The computer con¬ 
nected the print to Steven’ 
Lamerson, 20, an apprentice 
sheetmetal worker. Monday 
police picked up Lamerson out¬ 
side his apartment at 1728 Hyde 
Street. 

That Sunday afternoon, June 
12, West had gone for a few 
drinks at the Endup. Later that 
evening he and friends went to a 
Joni Mitchell concert at the 
Concord Pavilion. 

When he returned home he 
told his friend Jim Williamson 
that he was horny and wanted to 
go out “prowling.” Williamson 
had known West for six years. 

West lived in a studio apart¬ 
ment near Bush and Hyde 
Streets. Working the graveyard 
shift at Yellow Cab gave him 
many cab driver friends. In his 
free time he liked to paint and 
had developed a large number of 
straight, as well as Gay friends. 

He was also attracted to Gay 
Latino men. Esta Noche, the 
popular Gay Latino bar, was one 
of his favorite spots. He also 
spent time at other Latino bars 
in the Mission and enjoyed such 
places as Buzzby’s on Polk 
Street. 


At the time PD Inspector Jim 
Crowley reported that they knew 
West had a motorcycle which he 
parked down the street from his 
apartment. Witnesses reported 
he was seen leaving his apart¬ 
ment a few minutes after mid¬ 
night. 

West was murdered between 
midnight and 4 a.m. 

Lamerson, while taken into 
custody without any trouble, re¬ 
fused to speak with investiga¬ 
tors. He is being held for in¬ 
vestigation or murder in lieu of 
$250,000 bail. He was arraigned 
on Tuesday morning. 

Lamerson has denied being 
Gay and more than likely will 
call upon the Public Defender's 
office to defend him. In turn, 
that office will no doubt employ 
the “homosexual panic” defense 
which says the killer didn’t know 
what he was doing, once thrown 
into a panic over the advances of 
a pervert. 

The S.F. Chronicle reported 
that the SFPD videotaped the 
murder scene, the first time such 
evidence was recorded in that 
fashion. This way the prosecu¬ 
tion could show the jury a video¬ 
tape providing them with a vivid 
picture of the crime. Police said 
the apartment was drenched in 
blood. ■

On March 14 the United 
States Court of Appeals (Tenth 
Circuit, Western District of 
Oklahoma) declared a statute of 
the Oklahoma legislature — bar¬ 
ring homosexual teachers from 
the school system — unconstitu¬ 
tional.” 


AB-1 Aftermath 


The Appeals Court — com¬ 
prised of federal judges Barrett, 
McKay, and Ijogan — also over¬ 
turned a ruling of the lower 
district court that it had earlier 
found the statute constitutional. 
The vote was two to one, with 
Logan writing the decision; Bar¬ 


rett wrote a b^-page dissent. 

The plaintiff/appellant in the 
case was the National Gay Task 
Force and the defendants were 
the Board of Education of the 
City of Oklahoma City. NGTF

Gay Pickets Packet Major Media 
at GOP Convention 

Governor Avoids Persistent Press Questions 

Local Activists Present Gay Rights Plank Demands 
to State Party

Thirty Lesbians and Gay men picketed the state Republican convention in San Mateo County 
Saturday as a reaction to the governor's veto last week of the Gay job rights bill, AB-1. The pro¬ 
testers captured the statewide media with almost every television station and newspaper cover¬ 
ing their presence. 

The protest was to remind Governor George Deukmejian “that we are not going away " accord¬ 
ing to its organizer, Gerry Parker, a local Gay activist. Parker said the governor will now face 
similar demonstrations as part of a new “Operation Duke Watch." Inside the convention u 
somewhat leery Concerned Republicans for Individual Rights activist, Duke Armstrong, 
presented a possible Gay Rights plank to the convention. 

The noisy demonstrators shouted “Duke has got to go” and “Gay Rights Now" and carried 
placards as they marched in a circle at the Marriott Hotel entrance in Santa Clara. The placards 
had a variety of messages: “God Loves ALL People," “Curb Your Dogma," “End Bigotry " and 
a disturbing “Puke on Duke.” The two-hour effort was frequently interrupted by enthusiastic, 
interviewing reporters looking for a break in the relatively quiet proceedings inside.

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Gay Republicans Respond 
to AB-I Veto 

Will Protect GOP Supporters; Will 
Oppose Leaders of the Opposition

“I was stunned and angered," the president of the local Gay 
Republican club told 70 members attending its monthly ses¬ 
sion Monday night. Tom Peretti of Concerned Republicans 
for Individual Rights <CRIR) called the governor's veto of 
the job rights bill AB-1 “a kick in the face. We are seeking 
basic human rights, not endorsement of a lifestyle . . . We 
lost a battle but not the war." 



Peretti chided Governor 
Deukmejian for part of his ex¬ 
planation for the veto: “I never 
thought a ‘privileged class’ was 
created by allowing people to 
work.” However, the governor 
himself was not personally at¬ 
tacked. As Peretti explained, 
‘‘We are going to be more mili¬ 
tant, but we are not going to 
shout and call names. We want 
to use our anger for good.” 

The president, knowing that 
two of the club’s directors had 
reportedly re-registered as 
Democrats in the past week, 
said, ‘‘Some people think we 
should pack our bags and join 
the Democrats or go back in the 
closet. Let us not just go in the 
corner and sulk. I am not going 
to be driven out of the party by 
political neanderthals like H.L. 
Richardson. I urge you to stand 
with me and fight.” His com¬ 
ments drew considerable ap¬ 
plause. 

REPUBLICAN EFFORT 

Members unanimously 
adopted a statement, authored 
by member Chris Bowman, out¬ 
lining the club’s campaign for 
AB-1 — a victory that took the 
measure to the governor’s desk. 
Five Republicans, one in the 
Assembly and four in the Senate, 
voted for AB-1. Without then- 
votes the measure would not 
have passed the legislature. 

CRIR emphasized that it had 
obtained the endorsement of the 
city’s Republican County Cen¬ 
tral Committee, lobbied GOP 
state legislators, met with the 
governor and his staff, lobbied 
the San Francisco Chronicle for 
its endorsement and collected 
1,400 signatures of support for 
the measure. The statement call¬ 
ed for the govenror to now “ac¬ 
tively work to repair the damage 
he has created by this veto.” 

The club disagreed with the 
governor’s contention that there 
is no significant job discrimina¬ 
tion against Gay people and 
stressed that the veto “fuels the 
fires of bigotry.” 

There was a call for the re¬ 


election of “those courageous 
Republicans who supported 
AB-1 — namely Senators Milton 
Marks, Ed Davis, Bob Beverly 
and Ken Maddy and Assembly- 
man William Filante — and 
those Republican candidates 
and legislators who will support 
similar legislation in the future. 

PROBLEM RESOLVED 

Should the club campaign 
against Republican candidates 
who voted against AB-1? The 
club decided that it should 
“work actively for the defeat of 
those legislators of either party 
who led the fight against AB-1,” 
specifically mentioning by name 
Senators H.L. Richardson, 
John Doolittle, and Ruben Ayala 
and Assemblymen Alister 
McAlister and Don Sebastiani. 
A move to eliminate the names 
of these specific legislators in its 
statement was defeated, 17-10. 

There was general agreement 
that the rejection of anti-Gay 
GOP candidates would only 
apply in the primary election 
and only against those who “led 
the fight against AB-1.” Former 
club president Duke Armstrong 
told the group, “We are not op¬ 
posing all the Republican mem¬ 
bers of the Assembly, minus 
Filante, who voted against AB-1. 
Some of those who opposed us 
this time may come around to 
supporting us later.” 

Bowman’s club statement also 
called upon the state Republican 
Party to repudiate the bigoted 
statements of homophobic legis¬ 
lators, oppose any effort to re¬ 
institute sodomy statutes or 
other anti-Gay legislation, con¬ 
duct an extensive study to deter¬ 
mine the extent of discrimina¬ 
tion against Gay people, request 
that the governor issue an Ex¬ 
ecutive Order requiring state 
agencies to enforce current law 
protecting the rights of Gay peo¬ 
ple, support AB-848 which 
allows people who are physiclly 
assaulted because they are Gay 
to sue for punitive damages, and 
endorse suggested Gay Rights 
planks. 


The earlier Gay-sponsored 
recommendations to the na¬ 
tional GOP platform committee 
at last week’s state convention in 
Santa Clara were approved after- 
the-fact in a unanimous vote. 
They called for increased AIDS 
funding, the end of discrimina¬ 
tion in federal employment, and 
the omission of those regulations 
that prohibit Gay people from 
migrating to this country. There 
was no mention of the anti- 
Deukmejian Gay pickets outside 
the convention. CRIR members 
did not participate in the protest. 

The club also approved a 
resolution by former club presi¬ 
dent Bob Bacci. It called for the 
legislators to explore the possi¬ 
bility of introducing new Gay job 
rights legislation that might not 
be considered “Democratic” leg¬ 
islation — which he said might 
receive broader support. It also 
asked the governor to issue an 
executive order, if legally possi¬ 
ble, to allow Gay people to file 
job discrimination complaints 
with the state. A third proposal, 
that CRIR begin to accept job 
discrimination complaints, was 
debated with some members 
contending that CRIR did not 
have the resources to begin this 
task. A move to strike this sec¬ 
tion, however, lost in a 14-11 
tally. 

DOLSON AND BACCI 

Club business also included 
these items: 

Bacci and former city Super¬ 
visor Lee Dolson were endorsed 
in Assembly races against in¬ 
cumbents. Bacci will challenge 
Lou Papan and Dolson will take 
on Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown. Dolson took the stage to 
comment, “Many straight peo¬ 
ple still look upon Gay people as 
child molesters. If the governor 
had the experience of knowing 
the Gay people that I have, he 
would not have vetoed AB-1. 
Americans do not realize what a 
loss this country would experi¬ 
ence without so many creative 
Gay people/’

Dolph Andrews, chair of the 
city’s Republican County Cen¬ 
tral Committee, spoke briefly. 
He said, “We supported AB-1. 
It takes time for acceptance. It 
is an evolving process.” 

Armstrong received club ap¬ 
proval for establishing a caucus 
of Gay people and pro-Gay 
Rights advocates within the state 
GOP . . . State Senator Ed 
Davis has confirmed that he will 
be the speaker at the May 10 an¬ 
nual CRIR dinner . . . Carole 
Migden, president of Harvey 
Milk Democrats, came under 
attack from club officials for her 
alleged statement that she did 
not see how a Gay person could 
be a Repulican. 

President Peretti told mem¬ 
bers that this year CRIR wants 
to expand with new chapters in 
Bay Area counties. He predicted 
that there would be a need for 
more Gay power in Republican 
areas, as Senator Richardson 
“may be introducing legislation 
that will be aimed at inflicting 
punsihment on Gay people. This 
is not far-fetched. Remember 
the Jews who still would not 
believe what was happening to 
them as they boarded the trains 
to the concentration camps.” ■

Howard Wallace and Solidarity 
Will Be Back in Court 

Blacks Take Up Boycott Calls 
Over Joe Coors’ Remarks

The Adolph Coors Co. has filed an appeal to a federal 
judge’s decision dismissing a $145,000 anti-trust suit it filed 
against leaders of a six-year-old boycott of Coors beer, it was 
disclosed last week. 

At the same time, the company has filed a separate lawsuit 
against boycott leaders Howard Wallace and A. David Sickler 
in state court. 



Attorneys for the Colorado- 
based brewery asked the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals here to 
overturn a ruling by U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Spencer Wil¬ 
liams that threw out Coors’ suit 
charging that Wallace, Northern 
California coordinator of the 
AFL-CIO Coors Boycott Com¬ 
mittee, threatened violence 
against public-TV station 
KQED, if it went through with 
a planned “Coors Day” during 
its annual fundraising auction in 
1981. 

Wallace, an agent for Solidar¬ 
ity, also for the Lesbian/Gay 
Labor Alliance, and Sickler, na¬ 
tional coordinator of the boycott 
committee, were named as co¬ 
defendants in the state suit, filed 
March 8 in Superior Court in 
Los Angeles, where Sickler re¬ 
sides. 

Solidarity, which is a defen¬ 
dant in the federal lawsuit, was 
not named in the state litigation. 

The latest legal maneuverings 
come on the heels of a contro¬ 
versy surrounding reports that 
William Coors, chairman and 
chief executive officer of the 
company, made “insensitive” 
and “insulting” remarks about 
Blacks. 


In a speech before 110 minor¬ 
ity business owners at a minority 
business development seminar in 
Denver February 23, Coors said 
that Blacks “lack the intellectual 
capacity to succeed,” according 
to the daily Rocky Mountain 
News. 

The News quoted Coors as 
saying that “one of the best 
things that (slave traders) did for 
you (Blacks) was to drag your 
ancestors over here in chains.” 

The newspaper headlined its 
story “Coors Calls Blacks ‘In¬ 
tellectual’ Inferiors.” Almost im¬ 
mediately, Black leaders in 
Denver and Los Angeles called 
for a Black community boycott 
of Coors beer. 

COORS LAWYER 
BLASTS JUDGE 

Robert Carroll, a partner in 
the law firm of Littler, Mendel- 
son, Fastiff and Tichy — which 
represents Coors in the Bay Area 
— charged that Wallace and 
Sickler committed “intentional 
negligent interference” in Coors’ 
participation in KQED’s annual 
auction. 

“Coors and KQED had sign¬ 
ed a legal contract to raise funds 


for the station for 13 hours — 
‘Coors Day,’ ” Carroll said. “The 
company raised $13,000 for the 
station.” 

Carroll sharply disagreed with 
Judge Williams’ ruling, which 
held that in accordance with a 
1983 U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion, the boycott against Coors 
was constitutionally protected. 

The high court ruled in 
NAACP v. Claiborne Hardware 
that a 1979-82 boycott of White- 
owned stores in Mississippi by 
Blacks to protest job discrimina¬ 
tion against them by the stores 
was a legitimate form of redress 
of grievances, protected by the 
First Amendment. 

In a strongly-worded, 22-page 
decision. Judge Williams brand¬ 
ed Coors’ charges of the boycot- 
ters committing a restraint of 
trade in violation of anti-trust 
laws “far-fetched” and an “un¬ 
warranted expansion in anti¬ 
trust theory.” 

Carroll, however, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that contrary to 
Williams’ ruling, “There is a dif¬ 
ference between boycotting 
stores that refuse to hire Blacks 
and destroying a contract be¬ 
tween two business parties.” 

Asked why the Coors Com¬ 
pany did not file suit against 
KQED for breach of contract, 
Carroll said that “KQED apolo¬ 
gized abjectly to Coors, saying 
that the station was receiving 
threats by Howard Wallace of 
violent action against the sta¬ 
tion, and thus felt they had no 
choice but to cancel ‘Coors 
Day.’ ” 

KQED: WE WERE 
THREATENED 

Ken Waggoner, director of 
corporate communications at 


KQED, said that as far as he 
could recall “there were conver¬ 
sations back and forth (between 
the station and Coors). The 
union had threatened to picket 
our (auction) studios (at the Cow 
Palace) on Coors Day, and in 
fact, there were already informa¬ 
tional pickets there.” 

Waggoner added that “given 
the circumstances, Coors told us 
‘we don’t have to do this (Coors 
Day) if it would cause problems 
for you,’ to which we said that it 
would be best for both parties 
not to put it on.” 

Tony Tiano, KQED president 
and general manager, said at the 
time of the auction that “while 


we don’t like to lose underwriting 
support, no amount of money is 
worth the possibility of danger 
to the several hundred volunteers 
coming to the Cow Palace • to 
assist in our auction.” 

The station returned the 
$13,000 to Coors upon the can¬ 
cellation.

Wallace and Sickler hotly de¬ 
nied Coors’ charges, with Wal¬ 
lace saying that what the station 
was “really afraid of” was bad 
publicity.

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Gays Emerge as Demo Convention Delegates 


SF Hart and Mondale Slates Offer Two Gay Men and Two Lesbians 
Jackson Slate Boasts Two Gays

A number of Gays and Lesbians have found their way onto the delegates’ list in both the 5th 
anti 6th Congressional Districts. Well-known Gays and Lesbians make up approximately one- 
third of the names which have arisen out of local caucuses and campaign headquarters selections.

In the June 3 primary, 
Democratic voters will go to the 
polls and vote not for the can¬ 
didates (Hart, Jackson, or Mon¬ 
dale) but for the individual dele¬ 
gates. For each candidate eight 
names are listed (4 men and 4 
women) in each district. The 
total number of names will be 
24, out of which the 6 top vote- 
getters will be the delegates, and 
two will sign on as alternates. 
One isn’t required to vote a pure 
Hart slate or a pure Mondale 
slate, but can pick and choose. 

Gay attorney Jon Kouba, who 
has been with the Hart cam¬ 
paign from the beginning and is 
a delegate in the 5th CD (Repre¬ 
sentative Sala Burton’s district) 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
he hopes voters won’t split their 
votes but will vote a straight Hart 
slate. Placement on the ballot 
becomes the next item of con¬ 


cern said Kouba, for if one votes 
a straight candidate’s slate there 
is a tendency for those who lead 
the list to get more votes, and 
those who end up down the list 
will end up in the altenate’s slot 
or nowhere at all. All the same 
it is a winner take all situation. 

After the June 3 primary, the 
campaigns can add delegates as 
at-large candidates, and there is 
also room for big name politician 
additions. 


Besides Kouba on the Hart 
slate in the 5th is Supervisor 
Harry Britt and Sheriff Lieuten¬ 
ant and former Toklas president 
Connie O’Connor. In the 6th 
District (Rep. Barbara Boxer’s, 
covering parts of SF, Daly City, 
Vallejo, and Marin County) the 
sole recognizable Gay name is 
former Milk Club president 
Gwenn Craig. 

One anomaly of the Hart slate 
is that it includes democratic 
socialists like Britt, progressives 
like Craig, and moderates like 
O’Connor and Kouba. Super¬ 
visor Richard Hongisto is also a 
delegate, and it is expected that 
Supervisor Quentin Kopp will be 
added as an at-large delegate 
after the June primary. Britt and 
Kopp at one poipt possibles on 
the same slate was a hard swal¬ 
low for Hart backers. Some at¬ 
tributed this to the vagueness of 


his platofrm, others laid it at the 
door as the opportunism of his 
sudden-found friends. 

The Mondale delegates repre¬ 
sent more of the city’s main¬ 
stream Democratic Party appa¬ 
ratus. The 5th District slate in¬ 
cludes Toklas Democratic Club 
president Sal Rosselli and Milk 
Club president Carole Migden. 
Jack Trujillo, veteran party Gay 
activist, is also a delegate. In the 
6th, Louise Minnick is on the 
slate. 


The Mondale campaign has 
its own two supervisors, Doris 
Ward and Jack Molinari. 

All the Mondale delegates’ 
selection was done by the 
California Mondale Campaign 
smoothly and without confusion 
and turmoil. The only caucuses 
— where party members could 
vote — were put on in the 5th 
District for Hart and Jackson. 
The Jackson caucus was held at 
Mission High School, Sunday, 
March 11; the same day Kouba 
put on the 5th District Hart 
caucus at the SF Press Club. 

A little over a month ago there 
was next to no interest in the 
Hart campaign activities. How¬ 
ever, as the candidate’s fortunes 
blossomed after Iowa and New 
Hampshire, interest in his cam¬ 
paign exploded here. As other 
candidates dropped by the way- 
side (Cranston, McGovern, 
Glenn) would-be convention 
goers scrambled madly to get on 
board Hart’s bandwagon while 
there was still time or a berth. 
Kouba, who had originally 
scheduled to hold the Hart 
caucus in his modest Market

Street office, found himself 
deluged with names and num¬ 
bers. From a point when he was 
hard-pressed to come up with 8 
names to fill up the slate, he 
learned two days before his 
caucus that he now had more 
than 75 would-be Hart dele¬ 
gates. 

Kouba the day before the 
caucus switched its location to 
the Press Club on Post Street 
and over 400 enthusiasts show¬ 
ed up to vote. Some were de¬ 
clared ineligible because of not 
living in the district, but special 
interest groups including envi¬ 
ronmentalists, Delancey Street 
under the direction of John 
Maher, the Milk and Toklas 
clubs turned out in force. The 
afternoon was one of mass con¬ 
fusion and consternation. 

Some early Hart supporters 
including Gay attorney Joel 
Paul, who was directing the Hart 
operations in San Francisco and 


who had hoped to be a delegate 
in the 6th, were turned out in the 
cold. Supervisor candidate Dave 
Wharton, also an early Hart 
supporter, suffered the same 
fate. State campaign people, in 
particular Bill Bradley, who was 
in charge of Northern Califor¬ 
nia, moved in to exert their con¬ 
trol as they saw the San Fran¬ 
cisco delegation (the host dele¬ 
gation) as a crucial one. District 
Attorney investigator and Milk 
VP Ron Huberman, who polled 
fourth in the 5th District caucus, 
was replaced by Asian American 
Clifford Lee at campaign head¬ 
quarters’ direction. 

The supporters of Jesse 
Jackson also voted two Gay men 
to their slate: Billy Jones and 


voters turned out to pick from 
some 30 people who wanted to 
be delegates. Stonewall Gay 
Demos, who had endorsed Jack- 
son, turned out in force to see 
that some of their members got 
on the slate. 

Gay voters are now faced with 
the decision of whether they will 
get solidly behind one candidate 
or vote for their favorite Gay 
delegates. Gay convention dele¬ 
gates .have a two-part mission: to 
advance the fortunes of a candi¬ 
date who is favorable to Gay 
rights and to advance the Gay 
rights agenda as part of the 
Democratic platform. Regard¬ 
less, it was reported to the paper 
the winning candidate takes all 
the delegates under his name to 
the convention. ■

a boycott of KQED or made any 
threats against it,” he said. 
“What we said was to urge the 
viewers to donate to KQED, but 
also to express their sentiments 
about Coors.” 

Wallace asserted that “it 
would be foolish and counter¬ 
productive for us to advocate any 
violence against either Coors or 
the station. Their (Coors’) 
charges about this are ridicu¬ 
lous,” adding that Coors lawyers 
were ‘‘absolutely livid at KQED 
for canceling ‘Coors Day.’ ” 

Sickler, reached at the AFL- 
CIO’s Los Angeles office, told 
the Bay Area ‘ Reporter that 
KQED and Coors “reached an 
agreement to put the blame on 


the union” for the cancellation. 

COUNTERSUIT IN THE 
WORKS? 

Sickler called Coors’ appeal 
and second lawsuit “just a con¬ 
tinuation of harassment against 
us . . . It’s my belief that the suit 
was frivolous on its face; that it 
is peripheral to their main objec¬ 
tive — to frighten off community 
support for the boycott.” 

Marcia Burzon, an attorney 
representing Wallace, Sickler 
and Solidarity, commented that 
she and her clients “have not 
ruled out” the possibility of fil¬ 
ing a countersuit against Coors, 
charging the brewery with 
harassment. 

“At this point, we haven’t 
given much thought about doing 
that, but we may employ that 
(countersuit) in the future,” Bur¬ 


zon said. 

BILL COORS DENIES 
SLURS 

In a press conference on the 
day after the Rocky Mountain 
News article was published, 
Coors charged that the news¬ 
paper had “irresponsibly” mis¬ 
quoted him as saying that 
Blacks are inferior. “I did not 
say it, and I do not believe it,” 
he said. 

“I want to apologize to all 
Adolph Coors Company em¬ 
ployees and to the entire com¬ 
munity of Denver — and in par¬ 
ticular the Black community 
around the world for the mis¬ 
understanding of my remarks.” 

But as talk mounted of a 
Black boycott of Coors beer — 
and after a Denver TV station 
said it had a tape of his speech 
— William Coors issued a sec¬ 


ond statement, acknowledging 
that “some of my statements to 
the Minority Business Develop¬ 
ment Center seminar . . . con¬ 
veyed a meaning I did not in¬ 
tend. 

“For my unfortunate choice of 
words, I sincerely apologize,” 
Coors continued. “In hindsight, 
those statements demonstrated a 
lack of sensitivity . 

MEETING WITH BLACKS 

John Meadows, director of 
community affairs at the Gold¬ 
en, Colorado, brewery, disclosed 
that William Coors met with 
local Black leaders last Thurs¬ 
day to discuss his speech in 
depth. 

Meadows quoted a story in 
the March 17 issue of the Rocky 
Mountain News as saying that 
the Rev. Langston Boyd, pastor 
of Shorter Community AME 


Church in Denver, “character¬ 
ized the meeting as ‘cordial’ and 
that he and the other Black 
leaders who attended the 
meeting ‘were impressed by Mr. 
Coors’ sincerity.’” 

Boyd was concerned that a 
boycott by the Black community 
“would be an angry overreaction 
that wouldn’t accomplish any¬ 
thing,” Meadows said. 

His comments were confirmed 
by Samuel Tidmore, executive 
vice president of Operation 
PUSH, who told the Bay Area 
Reporter from PUSH headquar¬ 
ters in Chicago that “we chose 
to develop an economic covenant 
with Coors, rather than a boy¬ 
cott, because Mr. Coors did 
choose to apologize and wished 
for us to sit down with him 
before we took any action.” ■

Take the one who says he wants letters to "fantasize" over, 
or the one in the latest issue of your publication that is "free 
and open (?) and I wish to share ideas, friendship and perhaps 
more." That one leaves me wondering what the more might 
be. After all, he is incarcerated! "More" must be a lonely 
activity! 

If you feel you are doing something for these men you might 
think of the lonely and desperate Gay man who falls for these 
letters. You might at least include the offense that has the 
prisoner "out of circulation." 

The letter that gets my attention in particular is from the 
prisoner who is working towards a law degree while behind 
bars. I must give him credit, but I cannot see many helpful cor¬ 
respondents answering his "ad." Since he does add that he 
prays you will be able to help him find a correspondent he is 
using the ultimate plea. Then when he tops it off with a re¬ 
quest for a subscription to your paper to "heighten my 
understanding as to what you are about,"it becomes verrrry 
interrrrestingI 

/ say, as he did, in dosing — God bless you! A steady visit 
to the prison chapel might help his loneliness. 

The B.A.R. is doing nothing by carrying Prison Pen Pal let¬ 
ters. Wait! I take that back, you are doing as much for Gay 
acceptance as you do by printing "personal ads." Destroying 
your cause. Now / say, THANK GOD!

ED. NOTE: We, too, have our doubts — which might well 
temper our resolve but not turn us from it. You offer no 
evidence we are doing harm, wasting our time or others', or 
letting hardened prisoners prey upon unsuspecting Gay 
correspondents. 

We don't print half the letters we receive. They are arriving 
in ever-greater frequency. At this stage from but a few states. 

I select those letters which admit to a Gay/Bi sexuality. I figure 
some other outlet, can service the non-Gays. 

We periodically print a disclaimer: We know nothing about 
the prisoners. We advise our readers not to send money, not 
to act as an outsjde agent, not to make foolish promises or 
entanglements. We have no idea if these prisoners are 
murderers or jaywalkers. 

Having read hundreds and hundreds of these letters, for me 
several conclusions are immediate: These men are lonely. They 
are reaching out (granted, some are sharp con artists; yet some 
could be your kid brother). The letters are usually — almost 
embarrassingly — polite. Still they are exquisitely revealing of 
the tragedy, of the pathos of it all. They demonstrate to me 
that the heart, indeed, is a lonely hunter. 

I can't imagine who could be answering all these requests. 
Or even if anyone anymore reads the page. 

However, to me, herein lies the true nature of social service, 
Christian charity: a simple, unsung civil act toward another 
human being. Writing to a prisoner earns no one a popularity 
prize. It's neither glamorous nor chic. 

Yet in real terms it's as good as, as valuable as, as demand¬ 
ing as buying toothpaste for a dying man on Ward 5B. It sur¬ 
passes chapel time. 

If no one inside a prison is salvageable, we might as well 
periodically light a match to a Folsom prison anywhere and 
burn up the lot. 

These letters reveal amply that some of these men want 
a lifeline out of the darkness of their lot. The page we devote

Fisting et al. 

★ I’d like to address two issues facing men who play 
South of Market. These surfaced for me while reading 
“Safe Sex Explored/Exploded in South of Market Sex 
Pen” (March 8). 

First, it seems like pine, common sense, that if you 
use your own hose for douching, that you should also 
refrain from using a community Crisco can or someone 
else’s can of grease. Bring one along for your own butt! 
Since our knowledge is limited about the transmission 
of AIDS, this precautionary measure can, at least, cut 
down on ameobic parasites. Furthermore, the careless, 
laissez-faire attitude prevalent in our community per¬ 
mits men to “walk the boards” at the tubs/clubs, arms 
covered in grease, jumping from room to room, butt to 
butt without ever visiting the showers. 

Second, there is a vast difference between fisting and 
handballing. It is more than just an argument of seman¬ 
tics. In most minds, today, fisting/handballing connotes 
heavy S/M. 

Having been active in handballing in LA, New York 
and SF since the early ’70s, I am very much aware of 
the total lack of information, frightening misinforma¬ 
tion and general ignorance surrounding handballing. 
The random and often brutal ass treatment of fisting/ 
punch-fucking rightfully deserves immediate criticism 
and should not be confused with the sensuality and 
heightened pleasure of handballing. As my primary sex 
experience, I’ve never caused pain or injury to any of 
my sex partners. My willingness to care has not made 
me a dull fuck or less hot. 

Safe sex? Who really knows what is safe anymore? 
We can consciously choose to make what we play at as 
safe as possible without discarding pleasure or becom¬ 
ing celibate. An understanding of fisting/handballing 
and a mature approach to sexual hygiene would extend 
the parameters within which we play. 

Thank you for this opportunity to express my per¬ 
sonal feelings and beliefs. I must, however, choose 
anonymity at this time due to the sensitivity of the hand¬ 
ball/fisting issue.

Fisting is Suicidal 

★ As a physician specializing in gastrointestinal and 


liver diseases and an active member of the Bay Area 
Physicians for Human Rights, I feel obligated to re¬ 
spond to disturbing remarks concerning the safety of 
fisting attributed to Dr. Hamilton during the panel 
discussion on safe sex held at the Cauldron. I have 
known Dr. Hamilton for many years and consider him 
a respected and competent member of the medical com¬ 
munity. His statement, however, as quoted in the 
B.A.R. of March 8 (perhaps, liable to be misinterpreted 
out of context), is very misleading, dangerous, and can 
potentially do irreparable harm to current efforts under¬ 
way to control the spread of AIDS. 

Fisting has always been a risky sexual activity with 
potentially life-threatening complications including 
intestinal rupture and hepatitis, none of which, for¬ 
tunately, have been as consistently lethal as AIDS. To 
say “I don’t think fisting is out, as long as you don’t 
break the skin,” is irresponsible. This is tantamount 
to advising someone that it is all right to jump off the 
roof as long as you don’t land too hard. While there is 
a lot that we admittedly don’t know about the transmis¬ 
sion of AIDS, it has been shown over and over again 
that fisting is one activity that consistently correlates 
with significantly increased risk of developing this dread 
affliction. This is presumably due to abrasions and/or 
lacerations to either the external skin in the anal area 
or to the delicate internal lining of the intestine. Such 
trauma appears to occur almost unavoidably during 
fisting whether it be obvious or microscopic and not 
symptomatic to the individual. Such breaks become an 
inviting port of entry for organisms, either identifiable 
such as the Hepatitis B virus, or unknown such as the 
alleged AIDS agent. Even if it hypothetically were possi¬ 
ble to indulge in fisting without sustaining such anal 
injury, it would be totally impossible to control their 
occurrence during heated sexual activity. 

Statements such as Dr. Hamilton’s, authorizing this 
suicidal sexual act, are frightening and will certainly 
be misinterpreted as carte blanche permission for sexual 
promiscuity. 

I praise Brian Jones for his insightful editorial 
remarks following Dr. Hamilton’s quotation, question¬ 
ing their validity with respect to controlling AIDS.

★ On 3/9/84 at approximately 9:30 p.m. we observed 
an arrest in front of the B<$E Bar on 16th St. between 
Mission St. and So. Van Ness Ave. 

There were four officers involved/three of whom gave 
their badge numbers: 67, 1667, a third unidentified, 
and the driver of the police wagon, 2220. 

We observed the first three mentioned officers appre¬ 
hend a lone suspect, white, late twenties/early thirties, 
average height, stocky build, dark hair, wearing a white 
tee-shirt and blue jeans. One of the officers applied a 
choke hold and arm lock with what appeared to us as 
brutal and unnecessary force, more than was needed 
to restrain the suspect, who was already in handcuffs. 
The suspect was then brought to the driver’s door of 
one of the police cars, whereupon the three crowded 
close around the suspect, and one (unidentifiable) 
struck the suspect in his torso. The suspect then fell 
to the ground. 

Shortly, the police wagon arrived (2220 driving), and 
one of the officers again applied an unnecessarily strong 
choke hold and dragged him behind the wagon. We were 
next able to observe him emerging at the rear end of 
the wagon, falling face first to the pavement, still hand¬ 
cuffed. Finally, he was literally thrown head-first into 
the wagon, then grasped by the ankles and shoved the 
rest of the way in. The door was then slammed on his 
leg. 

We, the undersigned, feel that unnecessary and brutal 
force appeared to be used in the arraignment of this 
suspect (the suspect was passive and showed no resis¬ 
tance at any time). Whatever the charges involved, the 
police have a moral and legal responsibility to treat this, 
and any other suspect in a fair and professional manner.

Money Order Scam 


A new money order scheme, in which out-of-state convicts are victimizing persons of the Gay 
population, is currently very active in San Francisco. 

Prisoners in Parchman, Mississippi; Michigan City, Indiana, and elsewhere have contacted 
Gays through personal advertisements placed in Gay publications. After gaining a potential 
victim’s trust, the prisoner will send one or more postal money orders which he wants the vic¬ 
tim to cash for him as a “favor.” 

Unknown to the victim and his bank, the money orders have been altered or “raised.” For 
example, a $5 money order may have been carefully altered to $500. Once the altered money 
order is discovered, the person who cashed it would have to pay back the funds. Meanwhile, 
the convict has already received the money from the victim. Some individuals have lost as much 
as $20,000 through this scheme.

Homeless AIDS People Flap Sets 
Major’s Office Against Press

San Francisco Examiner Editor David Halvorsen has been 
accused of sabotaging the city’s program for homeless AIDS 
victims by Mayor Dianne Feinstein. 

The accusation, according to mayor’s press aide Tom 
Eastham, came in the wake of a series of stories which broke 
last Friday about the Sea Captain Motel in the San Francisco 
Examiner. In the story the motel was revealed as temporary 
shelter for people with AIDS. As a result of the story the pro¬ 
gram at the Sea Captain has been discontinued. 


In an effort to try and kill the 
story, the mayor talked for 
almost half an hour with Hal¬ 
vorsen. The primary thrust of 
her argument was that there was 
absolutely no threat to the public 
health by placing these people in 
public housing. She made it 
clear that the program for home¬ 
less AIDS victims would have to 
cease if the Examiner ran the 
story. 

David Halvorsen acknowl¬ 
edged he had talked to the 
mayor. He said “our sense was 
that it was a matter of commu¬ 
nity interest.” He also said that 
he believed the issue should be 
presented “in a public forum.” 

Halvorsen noted that since the 
breaking of the story, there has 
been a successful effort to find 
housing for those in the motel. 
He favored seeking a more per¬ 
manent solution for the problem 
than use of motels for placement 
of people with AIDS. 

One who doesn’t agree with 
Halvorsen is David Custead. 
Custead works in the mayor’s of¬ 
fice and has been a key person 
in helping homeless people with 
AIDS find shelter. He has been 
working with the Department of 
Social Services and the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation to 


find emergency housing. He said 
the Sea Captain Motel has been 
used for people with AIDS for 
about five months. He said that 
he knows that most of the media 
in San Francisco were aware of 
the location. 

Chronicle reporter Randy 
Shilts, under fire for his own 
AIDS pieces, said that his paper 
has been aware of the people at 
the motel for almost a month. To 
publish the information he said 
would produce a “so what” 
story. He, and his editors, chose 
not to run the story because they 
felt it would serve no purpose. 

The B.A.R. has confirmed 
through sources that informa¬ 
tion about the Sea Captain Mo¬ 
tel was known by television sta¬ 
tions KTVU (2), KRON (4) and 
KPIX (5) prior to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner story last Friday. 
They all chose not to run the 
story. 

After the Examiner article ap¬ 
peared, the rules changed. Tele¬ 
vision stations swarmed over the 
motel and continued to broad¬ 
cast reports for the next five 
days. Even the Chronicle carried 
the item. The people with AIDS 
were given two hours notice be¬ 
fore the story broke and were

hustled out of the motel after be¬ 
ing evicted by the owners. (This 
version according to the AIDS 
Foundation people.) 

Four days later on Tuesday 
afternoon, the AIDS Founda¬ 
tion announced that a location 
had been found to house the peo¬ 
ple. They said it was a private 
residence and, as such, the loca¬ 
tion was confidential. 

Steven Pratt, a social service 
worker at the AIDS Foundation, 
was bitter and angry as he re¬ 
flected on the past weekend. He 
told of how the 12 homeless peo¬ 
ple were once again homeless in 
the middle of a rainy, wet Friday 
with no shelter. 

One paragraph in the initial 
Friday Examiner story par¬ 
ticularly galled the city officials. 
Referring back to a previous 
story on a Tenderloin hotel, the 
Jefferson, it said, “If the pa¬ 
tients do have to move, it will be 
the second time in six months 
that The City has admitted fail¬ 
ure in its efforts to find housing 
for indigent AIDS victims.” 

David Custead accused the 
Examiner of destroying the pro¬ 
gram and then turning around 
and saying it was a failure be¬ 
cause they were able to render it 
inoperative. 

A key part of the plan was the 
agreement with the motel owner 
that the location of the AIDS pa¬ 
tients be kept secret. Ed Power, 
Acting Director of the AIDS 
Foundation, said, “Unfortu¬ 
nately, there are a lot of people 
out there who don’t like Gay peo¬ 
ple and people with AIDS. We 
are doing the same thing as 
shelters such as those for bat¬ 
tered women. We are respecting 
people’s privacy and keeping the 
residences secret.” What the 
motel owner thought about it all 
the Bay Area Reporter was not 
able to learn. 

A twist to the whole story was 
a comment repeated at City 
Hall, the AIDS Foundation, 
and at the Examiner. They all 
said, “If you’re going to die of 
AIDS, a motel is a helluva of a 
place to be.” 

None of the AIDS patients 
staying at the motel was avail¬ 
able for comment, nor did any¬ 
one speak to the issue of stand¬ 
ing their ground and staying 
where they were. H 


Edelman 
Announces 
AIDS Clinic 

LA Supervisor Ed Edelman 
recently announced that the 
county-funded AIDS Clinic has 
opened at the Gay & Lesbian 
Community Services Center in 
Hollywood. 

“Establishment of this AIDS 
Clinic at the Gay 5 Lesbian 
Community Services Center will 
help us meet two vital needs,” 
Edelman said. “It will help in 
the identification of additional 
AIDS cases, and it will also pro¬ 
vide a triage and counseling re¬ 
source for persons who feel they 
may have been exposed to AIDS 
but are unable to afford the cost 
of a private physical examina¬ 
tion.” 

Funding for the AIDS Clinic 
was provided by a $29,000 in¬ 
crease in the county’s existing 
contract with the Gay & Lesbian 
Community Services Center. 
Under that contract, the Center 
receives $237,181 annually _

The Lesbian/Gay Labor 
Alliance on Wednesday night of¬ 
fered its first of what it hopes to 
be an ongoing series of labor 
forums. The forum was held at 
the retail clerks union hall at 
1339 Mission Street. Some 35 
Gay labor activists showed up to 
listen to seven panelists explore 
the subject for two hours. 

Three of the panelists were ac¬ 
tual plaintiffs in fringe benefit 
lawsuits. They included: Allen 
Chamberlin, a Sacramento resi¬ 
dent, who is suing his employer, 
Frontier Airlines, for travel and 
reduced rate benefits for his lover 
of nine years. Chamberlin is a 
steward. 

Another Sacramento resident 
was Boyce Hinman; he is suing 
his employer, the State of 
California, for dental benefits 
denied his lover of 12 years. 

The third litigant was a local 
Southern Pacific employee, 
Larry Brinkin, who is suing both 
his employer and his union 
(Railway Clerks) for denying 
him funeral leave compensation 
following the death of his lover 
of 11 years. Brinkin is being 
represented by the ACLU and at¬ 
torney Matt Coles. 

Coles, the author of the 
original Domestic Partners legis¬ 


lation and its second draft after 
it was vetoed in December 1982 
by Mayor Dianne Feinstein, also 
served on the panel. Coles was 
particularly critical throughout 
the evening of the mayor and 
linked her 1982 veto as a prece¬ 
dent for Governor George Deuk- 
mejian’s March 13 veto of AB-1. 

Supervisor Harry Britt, who 
introduced the Domestic Part¬ 
ners legislation to the Board of 
Supervisors, got it passed, lost it 
to the mayor’s veto, and who was 
unable later to get enough votes 
to override that veto, also spoke 
of the ideas behind his bill. He 
noted that it was the retrogres¬ 
sive thinking of politicians 
(whom he did not name) that 
caused his bill problems. Coles 
in turn blamed the insurance in¬ 
dustry for polluting the legisla¬ 
tion he authored. Britt added 
that he had spoken to members 
of the Benefits Task Force (set 
up by the mayor after the De¬ 
cember ’82 veto) and that they 
were running afoul of the same 
rocks that he and the mayor did 
in late ’82 and early ’83. 

Attorney Roberta Achtenberg 
also served on the panel. Achten¬ 
berg represents Boyce Hinman 
and is a key figure in the local 
Lesbian Rights Project. She 


stressed that lawsuits were but 
one way of seeking progress in 
benefits extension. She said the 
whole issue is of particular in¬ 
terest to Lebians — especially in 
matters of economics. No Les¬ 
bians are presently engaged in 
benefits lawsuits.

NEW ORGANIZATION 

Hinman announced that he 
and others have formed a new 
organization, called The Cam¬ 
paign for Family Partner Bene¬ 
fits. He passed out a flyer which 
gave the direction of the group. 

The Campaign for Family 
Partner Benefits (CFPB) is 


dedicated to the principle that 
the relationships of Lesbian wo¬ 
men and their family partners 
and Gay men and their family 
partners are equivalent to the 
relationships of heterosexual 
persons and their spouses. 

As a result the benefits of 
employment such as health and 
dental insurance, retirement 
benefits, and family sick leave 
that are provided to the spouses 
of heterosexual employees 
should be provided on an equal 
basis to the family partners of 
Lesbian and Gay employees. 

The CFPB seeks to advance 
this viewpoint in two ways: 


• By publicizing the issue so 
as to encourage challenges to 
discriminatory practices in the 
provision of benefits and to 
foster an atmosphere of public 
acceptance of the provision of 
employment benefits to the 
family partners of Lesbian and 
Gay employees. 

• By raising funds to cover the 
costs of court challenges to dis¬ 
criminatory practices in the pro¬ 
vision of employment benefits. 

Barbara Baine of the Labor 
Alliance chaired the panel and 
led off the questions period. ■

Convocation. These are the first 
earned degrees in this field ever 
granted in the history of edu¬ 
cation. 



Gay Mortuary Suspended, Will 
Reopen in April Says Owner 


Licensing problems have tem¬ 
porarily closed the nation’s first 
Gay funeral service, Lambda 
Funeral Guild. It’s founder, Tom 
Simpson, is on a brief vacation 
and will reopen in April at his 
upper Market Street location. 

John Gordon, the financer of 
Lambda, said his Neptune So¬ 
ciety will perform Lambda ser¬ 
vices until it reopens. He ex¬ 
plained that Simpson opened 
before he had full business 
credentials from the state Board 
of Funeral Directors and Em- 
balmers. It is a common practice 
in the industry to open and then 
await approval. However, in this 
instance the board postponed 
the matter until its March 28 
meeting. 


The state board sends out 
copies of any new application to 
all area funeral directors, who 
then have an opportunity to try 
and halt the new business. There 
was a complaint against Lamb¬ 
da by an unknown local mortu¬ 
ary. Simpson claimed, before he 
went on a brief vacation, that 
homophobia could be involved. 
There is also speculation that 
funeral directors could be objec¬ 
ting because Lambda plans to 
offer its services at very low 
rates. 

Gordon said Lambda could 
open without a license if the 
board continues to postpone the 
matter. Funeral services may 
operate as “unlicensed” in 
California. ■

Study of Human Resources. 
ONE Institute received official 


authorization from the State of 
California to confer Masters and 
Ph.D. degrees in Homophile 
Studies in 1981. 

Following the convocation, an 
Open House was held during 
which guests visited the Blanche 
Baker Memorial Library and 
the ONE Institute Museum of 
Homophile History and Culture 
(opened today as the first per¬ 
manent museum in the field 
since the sacking of Dr. Magnus 
Hirschfeld’s Museum in Berlin 
by Nazi thugs in May of 1933), 
and saw a review of the activities 
of the ONE World Travel Club.

US. Appeals Court Strikes Down 
Oklahoma Anti-Gay Teachers Law 


(Continued from page 1) 
appealed in the name of all 
teachers and administrators, 
prospective and at present 
employees of the Oklahoma City 
school system. 

NGTF along with NGRA 
argued that statute 70*6-103.15 
violated teachers’ rights to pri¬ 
vacy and equal protection. 
Moreover, the anti-Gay statute 
should be rendered void because 
of its vagueness, its violation of 
the Establishment Clause, and 
lastly that it was overbroad. 

The two appeals court justices 
disagreed with the findings of 
the trial court. And they reversed 
them. The trial court had ruled 
that the statute had protected 
free speech. No, said the appeals 
court, “The statute proscribes 
protected speech and is thus 
facially overbroad.” 

The appeals judges did not 
accept all of the plaintiffs 
arguments but neither did they 
accept the crucial points made 
by the lower court. Judge Logan 
accused the lower court of 
manufacturing new standards 
for curtailing a citizen’s First 
Amendment rights. The lower 
court found that for a teacher to 
speak out on Gay rights consti¬ 
tuted a “material and substan¬ 
tial disruption” in the lives of 
children and hence a person’s 
right to speak out on political 
issues warranted a muzzling. 

The appeals judges pointed 
out that the First Amendment 
protects “advocacy” even of il¬ 
legal conduct except when “ad¬ 
vocacy” is “directed to inciting 
or producing imminent lawless 
action and is likely to incite or 
produce such action.” Arguing 
publicly about homosexual ac¬ 
tivity does not come under such 
a restriction.

The appeals court ruled that 
under the legislative edict for 
Oklahoma’s teachers “to protect 
their jobs they must restrict their 
expression.” 

Appeals Judge Barrett’s dis¬ 
sent was classified by NGRA’s 
Legal Director, Leonard Graff, 
as a “hideous, homophobic, 
ranting monologue.” Graff said 
the dissent was “totally lacking 
in legal substance. It showed 
nothing more than the pure bias 
of Judge Barrett. 

Barrett wrote, “Any teacher 
who advocates, solicits, encour¬ 
ages or promotes the practice of 
sodomy ... is in fact and in 
truth inciting schoolchildren to 
particiapte in the abominable 
and detestable crime against 
nature.” he concluded that such 
advocacy is without First 
Amendment protection. 

Graff told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the Oklahoma 
reversal “represents a substantial 
victory for the Gay community.” 
NGRA have been the attorneys 
on the case from the time they 
first challenged the homophobic 
legislation in 1979. NGRA 


couldn’t find a Gay or Lesbian 
teacher in Oklahoma who would 
come forth and serve as a plain¬ 
tiff. Then Legal Director Don 
Knutson took the brief to the 
New York City-based NGTF, 
then under the direction of Jean 
O’Leary and Bruce Voeller. 
NGTF agreed to act (serve as 
plaintiffs) on behalf of all their 
Oklahoma members who were 
teachers. They located local 
Oklahoma attorney Bill Rogers 
who used the name of the 
Oklahoma ACLU as his backers. 
All subsequent strategy was 
generated out of NGRA’s San 
Francisco office — the first 
challenge, which lost, and the 
subsequent appeal directed by 
Graff. 

Graff said the appeals court 
has ruled for us on a free speech 
issue. “Now the ball’s in then- 
court.” The defendants still are 
left with several choices: they can 
let the matter rest, they can ask 
for the appeals court to rehear 


the appeal en banc — with all 
the justices participating, or they 
can take the issue to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Graff said the reversal “vindi¬ 
cates our right to hold gainful 
employment. It is significant be¬ 
cause it demonstrates the ability 
of the organized Gay community 
in large metropolitan areas to 
reach out into the heartland to 
effect change and reverse oppres¬ 
sive legislation.” 

O’Leary, now the executive 
director of National Gay Rights 
Advocates, reported from Los 
Angeles. “This is a very impor¬ 
tant decision,” she said. “The 
Oklahoma law was the equiva¬ 
lent of the late Briggs initiative 
— had we not defeated it. The 
Briggs defeat was a victory for 
California Gays and Lesbians. 
The Tenth Circuit Court rever¬ 
sal extends that victory to six 
more states.” ■

Carnival Time in 
the Deep South 

The Queen’s Men, a Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee, Gay social 
organization, has been asked to 
participate in the Memphis Cot¬ 
ton Carnival as the Mystic 
Krewe of TQM and will ride in 
the Cotton Carnival Grand 
Parade June 2 on a 24-foot float, 
according to Gaze , a Gay 
newspaper based in Memphis. 

Gay social organizations in 
New Orleans have been credited 
in large part with the revitaliza¬ 
tion of the Mardi Gras festival 
there, according to Gaze. Wayne 
Newsome, ball captain of the 
Queen’s Men, said the same can 
be true of the Memphis Cotton 
Carnival. The Queen’s Men has 
held annual balls since 1971 
featuring costumes as elaborate 
as those appearing at Mardi 
Gras balls. TQM, the carnival 
arm of the Queen’s Men, has 
forgone a ball this year to con¬ 
centrate efforts on the Cotton 
Carnival. 

The King and Queen of TQM 
will be presented at the Cotton 
Carnival Crown and Scepter 
Ball and will ride on the Royal 
Barge with other reigning royal¬ 
ty. The entire Krewe will either 
ride or walk alongside the float 
in the parade. There are current¬ 
ly 15 members of TQM, but the 
group hopes to attract 35 new 
members before June. ■ 


Florida MCC 
Torched 


An arsonist’s blaze destroyed 
$15,000 worth of property at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church of Jacksonville, Florida, 
in January, according to The 
Weekly News, a Gay newspaper 
based in Miami. 

Sometime during the night of 
January 16 an arsonist tossed an 
ignited bottle filled with 
kerosene-soaked rags into the 
sanctuary of the church, causing 
major fire and smoke damage. 
The fire was discovered by the 
church’s pastor the next morn¬ 
ing. Luckily, the fire had burned 
itself out during the night rather 
than building into a major blaze. 
Part of a pew and the pulpit were 
burned, and there was smoke 
damage throughout the sanctu¬ 
ary. The church was insured 
against fire. 

Rev. Donald Johnson, the 
church’s pastor said the church 
had been egged twice last year 
and some windows had been 
broken in the building a few days 
before the fire. Johnson said he 
called the police to ask for more 
surveillance at night due to the 
window-breaking incident, but 
had seen no evidence of in¬ 
creased police presence. ■ 


NYC Dentists Get 
AIDS Guidelines 

In response to a number of 
reports that New York dentists 
have refused necessary dental 
care to AIDS patients and even 
to members of identified AIDS 
risk groups, the New York 
Health Department has issued 
new dental guidelines for the 
treatment and care of AIDS pa¬ 
tients, according to the New 
York Native. 

When treating a person who 
has AIDS dentists should wear 
rubber gloves, eye goggles, pro¬ 
tective masks and gowns, ac¬ 
cording to the guidelines. The 
Health Department further ad¬ 
vised dentists to postpone any 
unnecessary or cosmetic dental 
procedures for AIDS patients. 
Dental patients who are mem¬ 
bers of AIDS risk groups, but 
who have manifested no signs of 
the syndrome, should be regard¬ 
ed as any other dental patient, 
according to the guidelines. The 
New York guidelines are similar 
to those recommended by the 
American Dental Association. 

The Manhattan Dental 
Guild, a professional organiza¬ 
tion of Gay dentists, polled 350 
dentists in Manhattan and re¬ 
ported that 100 percent said they 
would not treat an AIDS pa¬ 
tient. Many of the dentists who 
participated in the survey also 


said they would not treat a pa¬ 
tient they believed to be Gay. 

The risk of contracting certain 
infectious diseases is higher for 
dentists than for physicians or 
other health care professionals 
because dentists come into direct 
contact with a person’s saliva 
and blood. All the same, no den¬ 
tist has ever contracted AIDS 
from a patient. ■ 


Philadelphians 

Form 

Spouses of Gays 

A support and service- 
oriented group for spouses of 
Gay people has recently formed 
in Philadelphia, according to the 
Gay News of that city. 

Bonnie Kaye, director of the 
Spouses of Gays Association, 
said she expects the group will 
not be an “advocate group,” not 
“for or against” the Gay com¬ 
munity, but instead it will help 
spouses “learn to accept” being 
married to a Gay person. She 
said some members of the group 
are still “happily married” to 
their Gay spouses, while others 
are divorced or separated. 

The group plans to develop 
resources for day care and legal 
and employment help and coun¬ 
seling, in addition to running a 
24-hour hotline staffed by train¬ 
ed volunteers. ■

Turning the 
Other Cheek

B ecause I once did some re¬ 
search about Gay people 
who claim to have been 
“cured’' of their homosexuality 
by religious means, I am con¬ 
tacted from time to time by peo¬ 
ple interested in my perspective 
about “ex-Gays” as they style 
themselves. Recently I was ask¬ 
ed to be in the audience of a tap¬ 
ing of the “Front Row Video” 
program on Channel 7. Two 
“ex’-Gays would be expounding 
on their work. The producers 
wanted me and other religious 
Gays to respond. 

The taping went rather well. 
Both sides were ably represent¬ 
ed; the Lesbian/Gay side partic¬ 
ularly by The Rev. Jane Spahr 
(Gay Presbyterian) and by Coni 
Staff (MCC-SF). I was impress¬ 
ed as well by how polished our 
adversaries have become. Fa¬ 
naticism is out. “Cool,” pleas¬ 
ant, and reasonable are in. They 
are getting very good. As I said 
to one of the ex-Gav panelists, 
“Frankly, it was easier to deal 
with the boobs and demagogues. 
It’s harder to cope with such nice 
folks.” I got to chat with ex-Gay 
maven Frank Worthen, whom I 
hadn’t seen in a couple of years, 
along with some of his people. 
One of them got a little self¬ 


serving and assured me of how 
much she loved me. I told her I’d 
believe more in her love if her 
group would raise its voice in 
protest the next time Falwell or 
Robison or Robertson, et al, call 
for our blood. “Love should bear 
fruit, you should pardon the ex¬ 
pression,” said I. 

Every once in a while a 
preacher is pulled up short by 
her/his own preaching. That day 
I was. I really like ex-Gays I’ve 
met. I view them as sisters and 
brothers of my community en¬ 
gaged in a hopeless quest and a 
phony life resolution. Rather the 
same way I view Gay/Lesbian 
alcoholics and other chemical 
dependents. They're my people 
and I want to be there for them 
and hope they’ll give up their 
self-destructive foolishness. So 
maybe my love for them should 
be made direct and real; “bear 
fruit” if you will pardon the ex¬ 
pression. So here goes. Sit back 
and take a deep breath and call 
me in the morning if you’re still 
angry. 

I want to make what seems to 
me a straightforward and ob¬ 
vious pro-ex-Gay statement. 
These folks have every right to 
engage in their work free from 
threat or assault. Seems very un¬ 
radical to me, but I know it ’s go¬ 
ing to stir the feces up. Too bad. 
So long as they behave reason¬ 
ably they have the same right I 
do to picket, leaflet, engage in 
exhortation, and to try to per¬ 
suade people to their point of 
view. This does not include in¬ 
terrupting my sleep with a bull¬ 
horn, blocking my way on a 
sidewalk, grabbing my arm to 
get me to listen (all charges 
against ex-Gay street preachers). 
If they do any of that, there are 
legal remedies to pursue. Also, I 
am free to say, “No thanks,” 
“Not interested,” or even “Back 
off, twerp!” when I’m con¬ 
fronted by their startlingly 
zombie-like faces at the Castro 
Muni entrance. 

But when I spit on them, or 
punch them out, or seek to use 
the legal/political system to 


harass, or limit their efforts, I 
turn into an abuser. I am the 
problem, not them. I was, for in¬ 
stance, deeply pained when 
some Gay men and Lesbians 
burned Jewish and Christian 
scriptures recently in protest to 
what they saw as religious op¬ 
pression. I am a person of the 
Book. I love it for its depth of 
love and comfort even as I am 
aware of the abuse it has been 
put to by the rich, White, 
straight, European, male 
powers-that-be. But that burn¬ 
ing was their right. I would never 
have even dreamed of trying to 
interfere with them other than by 
verbal protest and persuasion. 
They were not endangering me 
or harming me. They were just 
doing something emotionally 
hurtful and deeply offensive to 
me. I might have shouted or 
cried or prayed, but I would not 
have spit on them or assaulted 
them, or called the authorities. 
They have every right to demon¬ 
strate their beliefs and act on 
them, however offensive they 
were to me, as long as they did 
not endanger me or mine. This 
is elementary social justice and 
civil liberty. I believe the U.S. 
Constitution calls it the “right 
peaceably to assemble and peti¬ 


tion for redress of grievances.” 

It seems to be the case, at least 
by their report, that ex-Gay/anti- 
Gay street preachers have been 
spat upon, pelted with garbage 
and rocks, and beaten by Gays 
offended by their presence and 
beliefs, A very good MCC friend 
of mine even had the unwisdom 
to say to me, “They have no right 
to come into my neighborhood, 
our turf and tell me I’m going to 
hell!” (emphasis mine) Sorry, 
they have every right and no one 
has any right, ethical or legal, to 
try to stop them. Similarly, there 
was a church out in the Avenues 
which was hosting anti-Gay 
street preachers of the Save Our 
Souls campaign. Some less than 
wise Gay folk attempted to have 
zoning restrictions imposed on 
the chuch in retaliation. 
Arrrggghhh! Where are our 
brains?! 

Let me try to explain why this 
is wrong and stupid, though I 
must confess my amazement 
that any Gay person needs to be 
reminded of the utter necessity 
of protecting the civil liberties of 
everyone, especially those we 
find obnoxious. The fanatic 
says: “I am right; therefore, I 
can do anything necessary to 


spread the ‘truth’ and anything 
I wish to combat ‘untruth.’” 
Civil libertarians (not to be con¬ 
fused with the political party 
called Libertarians) say, “I have 
a right to my opinion and you 
have no right to compel me to 
change it, or abuse, or discrimi¬ 
nate against me for holding that 
opinion. Accordingly, 1 grant 
you,the same right of expression 
and opinion, so that we both 
may be safe from one another .” 

The equation has a reverse. If 
you spit on me because you dis¬ 
agree, then I can spit on you. If 
you can punch my lights out be¬ 
cause I offend your deeply held 
values, then I can flatten your 
nose under similar circum¬ 
stances. If you can declare an 
area “your neighborhood” and 
keep me out, why, then I am free 
to ban you from areas I control. 
If you can use the legal system 
and authorities to curtail and 
harass my organizations, then 
you cannot cry “injustice!” 
when I do the same to you. 

If, as they claim, an anti-Gay 
street preacher has been assault¬ 
ed by an offended Gay person, 
then tell me in a way I can 
understand how this assault is 
morally or legally different from 
those done by anti-Gay thug- 
lettes in the Castro. Sure, the 
target is different, but the prin¬ 
ciple is the same. If you are not 
offended and outraged at the 
very idea of invading the civil 
liberties of any other human be¬ 
ing, then at least be afraid and 
wary of setting the precedent for 
our own demise. Whether we call 
it Karma, or “sowing the wind” 
or just plain old “what goes 
around, comes around,” we had 
better realize that we can easily 
be hoist by our own petard. 

D r. Weatherly’s prescription 
for treating anti-Gay street 
preachers: ignore them, tear 
up the leaflet they hand you, 
carefully disposing of the con¬ 
fetti in a trash can (or better yet, 
go back and ask for more leaflets 
for your friends, then tear them 
all up), call them twerps or 
creeps or fools or tt%% • &%tt !, 
tell them you disagree, glare at 
them, walk past them, laugh at 
them. You might even try buy¬ 
ing one a cup of coffee (street 
preaching is thirsty work) and 
tell them how happy you are as 
a Gay man or Lesbian. This is 
most disconcerting for them. 
Remember that many of them 
are in fact troubled, misguided, 
and exploited Gay people. They 
can be cured by love and sup¬ 
port. Abuse only deepens their 
self-righteous martyr complex. I 
suppose if you just have to, burn 
a Bible and become a part of a 
venerable tradition going back to 
the Inquisition and, more 
recently, the Nazis. Imitate 
whomever you like. But when 
you are tempted toward violence, 
abuse, and legal harassment, for 
God’s (or Whom ever’s) sake 
remember the millions upon 
millions of our murdered dead, 
w ho perished because they lived 
in societies and times when it 
was acceptable to oppress people 
you considered wrong or im¬ 
moral, or offensive. ■

A GAY VIEW FROM WASHINGTON 


Part I of Four Parts 


Call for Ultra-Right 
to Bolt GOP

IT ltraconservative leaders told more than 1,000 followers at 
I a Washington, D.C., conference March 1-3 that the time 
W' had come .to leave the Republican Party and launch a new', 
more conservative party. The new party would push anti¬ 
communism in its foreign policy and “moral values” in 
domestic policy. 


The call for a new party, made 
by Free Congress Foundation 
director Paul Weyrich and Con¬ 
servative Caucus director 
Howard Phillips, appeared to 
divide the conference, which also 
heard Reagan re-election offi¬ 
cials call for unity with promises 
that Reagan would follow their 
agenda during a second term. 

“We need another kind of 
vehicle,” Weyrich said on a panel 
entitled “Beyond 1984.” Weyrich 
said the Republican Party’s rec¬ 
ord showed it was incapable of 
winning the majority of both the 
House and Senate during the 
past twenty years of elections, 
thus incapacitating the conser¬ 
vative movement from taking the 
undisputed reins of government. 

“If we can talk about govern¬ 
ing, then the complexion of 
America will really change — 
not just the pseudo-changes we 
are talking today,” Weyrich said. 

Conservative Caucus leader 
Howard Phillips recited a list of 
Reagan Administration “mis¬ 
steps” in conservative ideology, 
drawing the audience into vocal 
cries of “shame” as each defec¬ 
tion from conservative purposes 
was recited. 


“Our goal must be to govern,” 
Phillips said. “We must ask 
ourselves why Ronald Reagan, 
whose values we share, has not 
been able to move the govern¬ 
ment.” Phillips accused Reagan 
of bending to pressure from 
“Wall Street Republicans” who 
he claimed were “advocates of 
concensus.” 

“Neville Chamberlain was a 
popular conservative leader,” 
Phillips said, “but he was wrong 
on appeasing Hitler. If we sacri¬ 
fice our principles, to whom will 
the American majority turn?” 
Phillips called for a “mass 
meeting in every district of 
thousands of those on conser¬ 
vative mailing lists. Let us aim 
at ’86 — running on the label of 
a new populist conservative 
party.” 

W hile conservatives gave a 
strong ovation to Weyrich 
and Phillips, they also 
turned out in force to cheer 
Ronald Reagan at a conference 
banquet. They also strongly ap¬ 
plauded conservative columnist 
and former Nixon White House 
aide John Mclaughlin’s descrip¬ 
tion of the new party proposal as 
“scurrilous and dangerous.” 


Conferees explained they hoped 
the talk of a new party would 
spur White House action on a 
series of conservative issues, as 
well as set the stage for taking 
control of the search for a suc¬ 
cessor to Ronald Reagan, a 
search they said had to start the 
day after Reagan wins re- 
election to office. 

Shortly before the conference. 
National Conservative Political 
Action Committee (NCPAC) di¬ 
rector Terry Dolan announced 
that he plans to forsake his posi¬ 
tion as head of the nation’s 
wealthiest campaign fund after 
the 1984 elections, predicting 
that by 1986 Republicans in 
general and conservative in par¬ 
ticular would face unavoidable 
defeats as the political pendulum 
swung away from them. Dolan 
founded the group (which raised 
over $4 million last year) in 1974 
and has been the center of media 
attention for his campaigns 
agaipst liberal senators and 
members of Congress which 
sometimes focused on charges 
that liberals were “unpatriotic.” 
Dolan apologized for those char¬ 
acterizations in an interview in 
the Gay press in 1982, when he 
also criticized the anti-Gay cam¬ 
paigns of the Moral Majority. 

Absent almost entirely from 
the conservative conference was 
any mention of Gays as a politi¬ 
cal force or as a “moral” issue. 
Frequent mention was made of 
such issues as the pending school 
prayer amendment, abortion, 
and pornography — all issues 
that are frequently recited with 
the inclusion of Gay rights by 
conservatives — but speakers on 
minority issues, civil rights, the 
New Christian Right, and simi¬ 
lar topics included no references 
to Gays. ■

A Slide Show 
High Schools

W ouldn't it be nice if we 
didn't have to worry about 
all these attacks on Gays? 
Randy Schell, Client Advocate 
for Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), says there 
were 446 such incidents reported 
to CUAV in 1983, a 39% in¬ 
crease from the 320 cases report¬ 
ed in 1982. Most of the attackers 
were around high school age. A 
lot of us would breathe easier if 
something could be done to re¬ 
duce these attacks, right? 

CUAV conducts whistle cam¬ 
paigns and supplies volunteers to 
monitor events to halt anti-Gay 
violence, and has a strong ad¬ 
vocacy program for victims, but 
that hasn't ended the problem. 
Anti-Gay violence is such a 
deep-seated and pervasive part 
of our society, even in this 
“liberal Mecca” of San Fran¬ 
cisco, that Diana Christensen, 
CUAV Executive Director, and 
the CUAV Board, have decided 
to expand the agency 's program. 
CUAV has obtained a small 
grant through the Office of 
Housing and Community Devel¬ 
opment to hire a Youth Educa¬ 
tion Coordinator “to prevent 
violence by educating youth and 
youth educators about anti-Gay 
violence.” 

This is where the high school 
slide show comes in. Since the 
majority of the anti-Gay at¬ 
tackers seem to be of high school 
age, why not go right where they 
are and give them some educa- 


for the 


tion? One idea might be to show 
the victims, both their suffering 
and their humanity, to increase 
teenagers’ ability to identify with 
Gays and bisexuals as fellow 
human beings instead of seeing 
them as alien and therefore de¬ 
serving of attack. Another might 
be to demystify homosexuality 
by debunking some of the myths 
and stereotypes about it. Cer¬ 
tainly it’s important to show the 
diversity of our various Lesbian, 
Gay. and bi communities: racial, 
cultural, economic, etc. What 
kind of slide show do you feel 
would be most effective in reduc¬ 
ing anti-Gay violence? 

T his is a community-wide 
problem. CUAV asks you to 
help us get this slide show 
together. Have you been a victim 
of anti-Gay violence? Would you 
be willing to have your pictures 
and your voice in our slide show? 
Can you help with script ideas.

R epublican Governor George 
Deukmejian’s veto last 
week of AB-1 has sent 
shock waves through this state’s 
Gay community, and although 
most Gay Democrats will tell 
you now that they could have 
predicted the governor’s action, 
many Gay Republicans profess 
“shock and disappointment” at 
the veto of the legislation that 
would have prohibited discrimi¬ 
nation in employment based on

sexual orientation. Yet some of 
those Gays are wondering out 
loud whether they can now stay 
with their party. 

In San Francisco members of 
the respected Concerned Repub¬ 
licans for Individual Rights 
(CRIR) expressed disappoint¬ 
ment and even bitterness at 
Deukmejian, and a number 
have told me they are consider¬ 
ing becoming Democrats. One 
member of CRIR called me over 
the weekend and said he could 
“no longer stay in a party whose 
state leader, the governor, had 
clearly set himself up as the 
‘enemy’ of the Gay community.” 

Yet, when you speak with the 
“leaders” of CRIR, one finds 
the usual amount of excuses for 
the governor, and a seemingly 
blind allegiance to their party 
that almost seems frightening. 
One wonders what else these 
people need, short of trains to 
concentration camps, for some 
Gay Republicans to admit their 
folly. 

Chris Bowman, a vice presi¬ 
dent of Concerned Republicans, 
and a guy who lobbied hard for 


AB-1, turns the other cheek and 
says something along the line 
that “oh, well, the real test comes 
on the governor when we see who 
he appoints to the AIDS ad¬ 
visory panel.” Incredible! 
Deukmejian denies us our right 
to hold a job and Bowman talks 
about who the governor might or 
might not appoint to the AIDS 
panel. 

Duke Armstrong, a longtime 
friend of mine who was a popu¬ 
lar former president of CRIR, 
took somewhat the same line — 
while admitting that he was 
“disappointed” by the veto, 
Armstrong says also that Deuk¬ 
mejian has “crippled the Gay 
Republican movement (sic) and 
made it very difficult to keep go¬ 
ing;” he, too, will stay faithful to 
a governor and a party that 
wants no part of him. Armstrong 
adds that he now sees a “new 
militancy” among Gay Republi¬ 
cans. Ha! What the hell does 
“militancy” mean to Gay Re¬ 
publicans — the turning of the 


other cheek? I spoke with Bob 
Bacci, the immediate past presi¬ 
dent of CRIR, and now a can¬ 
didate for Assembly in the 19th 
District; he said this week that 
“we have'pretty much decided to 
turn the other cheek — it’s all we 


can do.” All they can do? If these 
so-called “leaders” of the Gay 
Republicans really wanted to 
show-some leadership — and 
guts — they would tell Deukme¬ 
jian and his party to go to hell 
and join the Democrats — a 
party certainly not without 


shown it cares about Gays and 
will stand alongside them. 

Further proof that the Califor¬ 
nia Republican Party wants no 
part of Gays came this past 
weekend when Bacci, Arm¬ 
strong, and Keith Marsh of the 
L.A. Log Cabin Republican 
Club had a chance meeting with 
GOP State Chairperson Ed Rei- 
necke at the Republican Con¬ 
vention in Santa Clara. Reinecke 
flatly told the three that there 
was, in his opinion, “no need” 
for Gay clubs within the Repub¬ 
lican Party, advising them in¬ 
stead to “go join the California 
Republican Assembly (CRA) or 
whatever existing club fits you 
politically.” Reinecke told them 
also that he found Gay Republi¬ 
can clubs to be “divisive.” This 
is a far cry from the Ed Rei¬ 
necke, who upon assuming the 
job as state party chair, told a 
Republican dinner crowd in 
Marin in February of 1983 that 
his. party would be “reaching 
out” to Gays and other minori¬ 
ties in California. Apparently 
Ed Reinecke, as well as Gover¬ 
nor Deukmejian, is now taking 
his orders from Senator Richard¬ 
son. Duke Armstrong himself 
told me this weekend that he 
now feels “betrayed that he 
(Reinecke) has backed down on 
his earlier commitment” to 
reach out to Gays in California, 
adding that “he (Reinecke) does 
not want to deal with the issue 
of the Gay movement; he wants 
to ignore it in the hopes it will go 
away.” 

They don’t have the courage to 
do it, but I think the Arm¬ 


strongs, the Perettis, the Baccis, 
the Bowmans, and all the rest of 
those Gay Republicans who 
truly have been working to make 
life a little better for their Gay 
brothers and sisters, should all 
tell Richardson, Reinecke, 
Deukmejian, and their fascist 
cronies to go straight to hell. 
Stop banging your heads against 
the wall for a party that wants no 
part of you anyway; disband 
your club that no longer has any 
purpose anyway, and register 
with the Democratic Party 
where you at least have a chance.

The Catholic Archdio¬ 
cese, which does not condone 
homosexuality, is, naturally 
enough, opposing the bill. • And 
in Congress, the Gay rights bill 
written by NY Rep. Ted Weiss 
(D) now has 77 co-sponsors. 
Paul Tsongas (D-MA) has a 
Senate version, but no action is 
expected in Congress on either 
this year. 

California will send a total of 
345 delegates to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Demo convention in July. 
• The New York Times carried 
a major story, with photos, of the 
vandalism of the “Gay Libera¬ 
tion” statue at Stanford this 
week. • While the San Francisco 
Examiner was editorially prais¬ 
ing Deukmejian for his veto of 
AB-1, the Oakland Tribune 
criticized the governor for his ac¬ 
tion: “The governor failed to 
recognize how many nonde- 
clared Gays were relegated to 
continued life ‘in the closet’ — 
including several top-ranking 
members of his own administra¬ 
tion — by his refusal to 
acknowledge anti-homosexual 
bias.” • A group calling them¬ 
selves the “Lesbian & Gay Cam¬ 
paign Against Racism - 1984” 
handing out flyers in the Castro 
the other day telling us why we 
should support Jesse Jackson

(something about his record of 
fighting bigotry and racism) and 
are they reading this in “Hymie- 
town?” • The St. Patrick’s Day 
parade in Denver was consider¬ 
ably smaller than planned; Rep. 

Nancy 
Dick, and Denver city council- 
woman Cathy Donahue all join¬ 
ed Mayor Federico Pena in boy¬ 
cotting the affair because Gays

Arrest Brings Allegations

Another Mission Street arrest 
brought allegations again last 
week against notoriously anti- 
Gay Hayward police. Hayward 
attorney John McCardle has 
refused to bring suit against the 
city of Hayward, however, be¬ 
cause he feels there is no basis for 
litigation. 

On Monday, March 12, 30- 
year-old Michael Hayes was 
brought to Hayward’s facility on 
Win ton Street on a standard 
647(f) detainment for sobering. 
Instead of being released after 
six hours, Hayes says he was de¬ 
tained an additional eight hours 
on an invalid arrest warrant. 
Two hours after Municipal 


Court Judge Carson threw the 
warrant out, perplexed, Hayes 
claimed he was finally released 
from the “Gay” cell at the 
Alameda County holding facil¬ 
ity in the Hayward Courthouse. 

While at the Hayward jail 
Monday night, Hayes says he 
was hand- and foot-cuffed to a 
table, and his cuffs were system¬ 
atically tightened and retight¬ 
ened after he got one foot free. 
On Wednesday he was admitted 
to Hayward Vesper Hospital for 
injuries to his wrists and ankles. 
“He was examined and re¬ 
leased,” was all one hopsital of¬ 
ficial would say; “you will have 
to ask Mr. Hayes about his in¬ 


juries.” Hayes has also gotten the 
run-around in accessing his 
medical report from Vesper. 

Michael Hayes is no stranger 
• to the Hayward PD graveyard 
clean-up beat. He has been 
taken in on 647(f) charges regu¬ 
larly for some time, on his own 
admission. He explained, “Most 
cops in Hayward have seen me 
around for ten or twelve years. 
They don’t like me.” 

Hayes had been drinking at 
the Turf Club and was walking 
the two blocks to his residence 
hotel. “I asked them why they 
didn’t just let me walk home to 
sleep,” he said, “and they said 
something about me possibly 
leaving home again and said 
they would have to run me 
downtown.” 

Deputy Sheriff Murrin says 
most defendants are released 
from the court within one-half 
hour after they have been 
cleared. “He came from Hay¬

GOVERNOR AVOIDS 
PRESS 

Deukmejian had ordered his 
Sacramento staff not to discuss 
AB-1 shortly after he vetoed the 
measure last week, in an attempt 
to put the AB-1 controversy be¬ 
hind him. However, he faced an¬ 
other media barrage of questions 
about the veto Friday in Santa 
Barbara where he was attending 
the U.C. Board of Regents 
meeting. 

In answer to repeated ques¬ 
tions he philosophized, “Well, a 
lot of difficult decisions are con¬ 
troversial, but that is what we get 
paid to do. There is just not 
enough evidence that Gays are 
discriminated against in the 
work place. While discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual preference 
cannot be tolerated, we cannot 
set up some sort of detective 
agency to investigate charges of 
discrimination unless it is wide¬ 
spread.” When questioned about 
what he would do if AB-1 is in¬ 
troduced again next year he re¬ 
plied, “They are entitled to do 


that. This is a representative 
form of government.” The gover¬ 
nor was becoming weary of the 
questions. 

The GOP confab the next day 
had tight security at its doors, 
and inside there was no discus¬ 
sion by any speakers, including 
the governor, of AB-1. One ref¬ 
erence was made by the state 
GOP chair, Ed Reinecke, when 
he told the delegates “the gover¬ 
nor is a man who had the cour¬ 
age to use the veto when it is 
needed.” His comment was 
applauded. 

The governor, aware of the 
demonstrators outside, entered 
the convention through a back 
entrance and avoided scores of 
reporters and television person¬ 
nel. After the media confronta¬ 
tion over AB-1 the day before in 
Santa Barbara, he had evidently 
decided to shun the press — 
which, in turn, the press noted 
in its reports. There was no press 
briefing, usually scheduled di¬ 
rectly after the governor makes 
a public address. He left the ses¬ 
sion as quickly as he had ar¬ 


rived. 

DEMANDS - INSIDE 

Duke Armstrong, a Gay dele¬ 
gate to the convention, appeared 
before the national platform 
committee forum inside. He 
urged that national nondiscrimi¬ 
nation policy be extended to 
include Gay people in federal 
employment, including the mili¬ 
tary; a continuation of massive 
AIDS funding; and the elimina¬ 
tion of exclusionary immigration 
rules as they affect Gay people. 

The Gay spokesperson spoke 
with caution and the room stir¬ 
red during the presentation. 
Afterwards, he was approached 
by several women delegates who 
told him they support Gay 
rights. Armstrong and local ac¬ 
tivist Chris Bowman approach¬ 
ed Reinecke, the state GOP 
chair, inside the convention. 
They asked him if there was to 
be a follow-up on his suggestion 
last year that Gay Republicans 
form a Gay advisory council to 
have more input within the state

ward and may have been dressed 
in civilian clothes (not in a prison 
uniform). That may have been 
the problem,” he offered. 

Murrin says less than one per¬ 
cent of those held in custody 
would be held longer than one- 
half hour. The facility often 
handles custody from Hayward’s 
jail. 

And Murrin attributed the 
arrest warrant error as a court 
clerical error. According to Divi¬ 
sion Chief Orval Leiss of Crimi¬ 
nal Records, the issuing agency 
(in this case the Hayward Police 
Department) is required to pull 
the warrant once it has been 


served. 

Hayes' warrant was apparent¬ 
ly inactive because it had already 
been served. It was the Hayward 
Police Department which once 
again held Hayes on the same 
warrant. 

“It happens,” said Leiss; “it 
certainly happens.” Leiss also in¬ 
dicated that if it was so desired, 
a warrant could be intentionally 
left active. “There’s no account¬ 
ing for that,” he said. 

Hayes currently is recovering 
from a numbness in his left 
thumb and index finger. He was 
told in the examination room 
that he would recover. ■

party. Reinecke was now cold to 
the idea, according to Arm¬ 
strong, and said that Gay Re¬ 
publicans should be content 
with working within the overall 
party structure.

The local CRIR group had- 
endorsed Deukmejian and its 
representatives met with the 
governor personally two weeks 
ago to urge him to sign AB-1. 
Armstrong said that local Gay 
Republicans will now begin to 
re-evaluate the governor. 
Thomas Russell, president of 
the major Los Angeles Gay 
Republican group called Log 
Cabin, did not attend the con¬ 
vention. He told this reporter 
later that his club would “not act 
hastily. We are just going to let 
the dust settle for awhile.” 

He urged that without the 
four Republican votes in the 
Assembly and Senate, AB-1 
would not have become law and 
that this was partly attributed to 
a Gay Republican lobbying ef¬ 
fort. Russell also stressed, “We 
have not given up on the gover¬ 
nor. We should remember that 
when Jerry Brown was governor 
he never would speak out on con¬ 
sensual sex legislation or make 


a Gay appointment until his sec¬ 
ond term.” 

Russell concluded, “The 
worst thing we could do is panic 
over all of this. I am not sure that 
demonstrations help. They could 
have the opposite effect, particu¬ 
larly with the governor and state 
party officials.” 
CONFRONTATIONS 

Demonstrations will continue 
wherever the governor speaks, 
according to Parker. His new 
“Operation Duke Watch” effort 
will be statewide and “continue 
until AB-1 becomes law. We can 
change politicians but not just 
through deep thought and edu¬ 
cation. We have to be upfront 
with our demands. You cannot 
get Gay rights by just begging for 
dignity and freedom. We learned 
that in Miami when we took on 
Anita Bryant.” 

Parker urged, “We would like 
to see Gay Republicans outside 
marching with us also, However, 
it is wonderful that they are in¬ 
side doing what they can. We are 
pleased that we were effective 
with what we were doing outside 
in causing the governor to refuse 
to meet with the press. We are 
delighted that the demonstration 
got statewide attention and drew 
attention to our issues again.” 

Armstrong was hopeful that 
the three upfront Gay delegates 
this time will be expanded to 
thirty at the 1985 convention. 
This can be done if newly elected 
candidates to state office appoint 
Gay people as delegates. He ex¬ 
plained that an elected official 
can appoint oneself and eight 
others and even a losing candi¬ 
date can appoint three people. 
Armstrong is hopeful that there 
will be a number of Gay candi¬ 
dates for state office next year. 
He adds that the goal is to form 
a “large enough Gay group in 
the state party that they will have 
to come to us.” m ,

150 Protest Vandalism 
of ‘Gay Lib’ Sculpture 

Segal Work Removed; In Storage 
for Repair 


About 150 people attended an 
emotional rally March 12 in 
White Plaza to protest the recent 
vandalism of four life-size 
statues titled “Gay Liberation,” 
installed last month on the Stan¬ 
ford campus. 

The statues were attacked 
March 6 by a lone vandal wield¬ 
ing a hammer, according to a 
witness. About 40 blows were 
struck, all severely damaging the 
white patina of the bronza 

The sculpture of renowned 
artist George Segal consists of 
two life-sized couples — two 
males standing next to each 
other, with one man’s hand on 
the other’s shoulder, and two 


ing the Segal sculpture not only 
as violently homophobic, but as 
a violent opposition to the open 
forum of ideas at Stanford,” ex¬ 
plained Jeff Williams, spokes¬ 
person for the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance at Stanford (GLAS). 

The rally featured folk songs, 
a poetry reading, and statements 
by various leaders of the Gay 
and Lesbian community, faculty 
and staff, and other student 
leaders in solidarity with them. 

“The attack demonstrated 
once again our vulnerability in 
a culture still pervaded with 
homophobia. At the same time, 
we know we are strong, and we 
declare our determination to

women seated on a park bench, 
with one woman’s hand on the 
other’s knee. The sculpture was 
removed after the attack. 

Response to the vandalism in 
Stanford’s Gay and Lesbian 
community was immediate and 
emotional. Many reported feel¬ 
ing a personal sense of loss. 

“Our purpose in holding a 
rally is not to vent our own anger 
and rage over the defacement of 
the sculpture. It is rather to give 
the rest of the Stanford commu¬ 
nity an opportunity to vent its 
feelings and to join with us in 
recognizing the act of vandaliz- 


carry on with our movement and 
to struggle for our rightful place 
in a society free from fear, free 
from harassment, and free from 
homophobic violence,” pro¬ 
claimed GLAS member Elaine 
Holliman. 

Jack Winkler, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of classics, noted that 
“there is a tendency to think of 
the guy (who vandalized the 
sculpture) as a freak, an isolated 
individual ... I think that’s 
wrong. The person who hit those 
statues about the face, just like 
the persons who, about five years

ly around the face, battering 
teeth and eyes . . . were acting 
in obedience to a social rule that 
still exists — the rule says that 
Gay and Lesbian people are 
marginal, are weak outsiders, 
and that they’re fair game, 
scapegoats, for any kind of 
violence. 

“(The university) should 
make a system-wide declaration 
that that’s not a rule. On the con¬ 
trary, sexual orientation should 
be explicitly added to that list of 
qualities on the basis of which 
the university will not tolerate 
any discrimination,” Winkler 
said. 

He also chastised the univer¬ 
sity for allowing recruiters on 
campus who openly discriminat¬ 
ed against homosexuals and for 
accepting ROTC scholarships 
“earmarked for straights only.” 

Stanford Art Prof. Albert 


Elsen, who supervised installa¬ 
tion of the outdoor art February 
22, described the damage as 
“serious,” but repairable. He 
made no dollar estimate. 

Visual inspection indicated 
about 40 blows had been struck, 
all damaging the white patina 
(the anodized surface of the 
bronze). Several clear dents were 
visible, exposing the underlying 
yellow bronze. 

Segal said the incident was 
“unfortunate. No matter how 
strong the feelings are . . . the 
response should be civilized on 
everyone’s part. There’s no need 
for opinions to be expressed so 
violently.” 

The sculpture is one of two 
castings. The other is in a travel¬ 
ing museum show. Segal said he 
had received no reports of van¬ 
dalism or threats of vandalism 
against the work. 


Any recasting would have to 
be authorized by the sculptor. 
Photos of the damage are being 
forwarded to him. 

“Gay Liberation” was com¬ 
missioned by the Mildred An¬ 
drews Fund of New Orleans. It 
is a monument to the 1969 
Stonewall riots in Greenwich 
Village which launched the 
modern Gay liberation move¬ 
ment. It is on indefinite loan 
from the fund to the university. 

The Stanford installation was 
unanimously approved by the 
university’s panel on outdoor 
art, the Committee on Land and 
Building Development, and 
President Donald Kennedy. 
Proposals to install the sculpture 
previously generated controversy 
in New York, Los Angeles, and 
San Francisco. Stanford was the 
first to display the work out¬ 
doors. ■

Man Charged with Lewd Conduct

San Jose attorney Cyril Ash 
has acquired a stay of court 
review in his defense of James 
Sholer, who has been charged 
with sexual misconduct with a 
minor, pending a private investi¬ 
gation. The violation is a felony. 

Ash has entered the plea of 
“not guilty” for his client and 
colleague, but hopes to get the 
case dismissed. Asked if he was 
going to need the dismissal, Ash 
replied simply, “Mr. Sholer 
does.” If merited, the case will 
go to trial in Santa Clara County 
Superior Court. 


The alleged victim was a 12- 
year-old Los Gatos boy, a student 
at Valley Christian School. 
Sholer had volunteered with the 
Los Gatos Christian Church’s 
youth group for eight years, ac¬ 
cording to a San Jose Mercury 
article Sholer is married and has 
two children. 

District Attorney Allan 
Mudelman declined comment 
“because at this time we’ve got 
a sensitive case that is currently 
pending, and it involves young¬ 
sters. It’s a matter of my sensi¬ 
tivity to the content of the 
charges.” Mudelman said he was 
not personally acquainted with 
the defendant. 


Mudelman said he filed 
charges “because I thought there 
was merit to the allegations. I 
can’t imagine it being dis¬ 
missed.” 

“This is very painful for Mr. 
Sholer and his family,” said Ash. 
“We’d like to avoid what we’re 
going through right now, and 
that’s publicity. All we have is 
what the police report says, and 
I don’t know what facts will ulti¬ 
mately show up.” 

According to the police report, 
the boy’s parents became suspi¬ 
cious after Sholer took him to 
breakfast last November and 
spent an hour in his bedroom 
when they returned. 

A preliminary court examina¬ 
tion is scheduled for March 21 
in the Los Gatos Municipal 
Court. ■

Cross Country Rampage to Narrow

T o arms! To arms! Man the rammed parts! Batten down your 
britches! Were being besieged. San Francisco’s premier jour¬ 
nal of separatism, The Ghetto Guardian, reports an influx of 
Women into the Castro so sisyphean in its return that the Ghetto 
Guardian’s Editor and First Misogynist (former Empress Drusilla) 
is walling off Eighteenth Street with tall stacks of twelve-inch 
singles. To further stem the encroaching world, he has formed a 
Gay men’s alliance Ghettos Are Great (GAG), to shield Gay men 
from contact with too many biological women. 

“Women are everywhere! ” he complained. “They stroll hand 
in hand down Castro Street, sit right next to you in the Castro 
Theatre — good Lord, they even give birth to you!” 



One member of what the 
Ghetto Guardian calls “the in¬ 
vading forces” was leaning 
against a wall at Hibernia 
Beach. We spoke to her, hoping 
for a less ventilated response 
than that we received from the 
founder of GAG. Although she 
smilingly introduced herself as 
Dolores Heights, we approached 
her as Miss Apprehension. 
Openly flaunting her sexuality, 
her breasts clearly outlined by a 
form-fitting blouse which seem¬ 
ed to have bleached highlights 
skillfully painted on for empha¬ 
sis, she explained her point of 
view. 

“Queers!” she manifestoed 
our way; “Get KyanizedP’ 

This seemed strange. “You 
want to canonize queers?” we 
asked. 

Dolores scoffed. “ Kyanize 
’em.” 

Our confusion grew. Was this 
a new form of castration? Geld¬ 
ing the silly? 

“No,” she said, laughing. “In 
the early 1800’s, J.H. Kyan in¬ 
vented a way to make objects 
resistant to decay by treating 
them with a solution of corrosive 
sublimate. We figure you guys 
have been here long enough to 
need a little Kyanization.” 

“You’re saying Gay men are 
stagnating?” 

“No, not really. But if you 
hang around together all the 
time you’re gonna miss an awful 
lot of stuff going on elsewhere. 


Take a lot of us women. We got 
more to deal with than just be¬ 
ing Gay — fuck, this country is 
so weird they can’t even pass a 
law to say women are okay, you 
know? So we spent a lot of time 
getting ourselves together.” 

“Oh, you mean separatism,” 
we knowledgeably tossed in. 

“Well, yeah. But Gay guys 
have been separatists, too, al¬ 
though not as a platform. They 
just never notice they haven’t 
seen a woman in years. That’s 
why they’re surprised to see us 
getting up and out. That’s the 
corrosive part — it kinda rocks 
the boat. And the change isn’t 
coming through politics, either,” 
Dolores confided, her discourse 
amazing us. This broad was a 
walking research foundation! 
“It’s entertainment. Take Lea 
DeLaria and Jeanine Strobel. 
Half of that Fuckin’ Dyke’s au¬ 
dience is men, laughing their 
heads off. Lea may be a Lesbian, 
but underneath the plumbing 
we’re all the same.” 

“Lea and Jeanine are leaving 
town to tour the country for eight 
months. She won’t be back un¬ 
til December. But she’s got a full 
length Farewell Show, a revised 
and expanded edition of Raging 
Bull. You can see it at Theatre 
Rhino, from March 28 through 
April 1. Check her out. Talk 
about Kyanizing! When Lea 
gets corrosive, it’s sublime. You 
can’t decay when she’s reading 
you. You never knew your beads 
were so obvious! ”

Even though I couldn’t take 
my eyes off her breasts, I paid 
heed to her words, and waved 
goodbye as she sauntered off. 

“Well, bye. I gotta go pick out 
a new lipstick to match the bur¬ 
gundy tux I’m gonna wear to the 
Butch/Femme Soiree.” 

L ea DeLaria and Jeanine 
Strobel. They were awarded 
the 1983 Cable Car Award 
as Outstanding Cabaret Enter¬ 
tainers, and that was a Critics’ 
Choice, not a Bring All Your 
Friends and Win audience vote. 
Lea is no mere boat-rocker. If 


she’d gotten to the Titanic before 
the iceberg, the ship would’ve 
gone down so much earlier. Bills 
herself as The Fuckin’ Dyke. 
“Not a fuckin’ dyke,” she’ll ex¬ 
plain. “ The Fuckin’ Dyke.” 
Butch? Fierce? Arnold Schwar¬ 
zenegger calls her “Ma’am” (al¬ 
though it sounds like gnadiges 
Fraulein when he says it). She 
was supposed to be N ixon’s Sev¬ 
enth Crisis but he deleted the 
chapter for fear she’d imitate him 
on stage. (“I don’t want to cry 
tomorrow,” Nixon said.) 

There’s no untouchable sub¬ 
ject for Lea. Coupled with an 
unerring wit, her swift success, 
awards, and an eight-month tour 
that’s booked solid are quickly 
understood. She began at the 
Valencia Rose barely two years 
ago. She heard Carol Roberts, 
laughed, decided she had some 
things to say, went to Open Mike 
Comedy Night the next week 
and ate the house whole. 

She’s played outside of San 
Francisco once, and that so suc¬ 
cessfully she was immediately 
booked to return — to both the 
Copa and the Marlin Beach 
Hotel (“it’s right on the beach”), 
both Gay men’s clubs. 

Lea DeLaria in Florida? Quel 
hoot. We envision her, far from 


the observant eyes of her dearest 
and her dished, getting into FFA 
— Florida Fashion Attire. Deli¬ 
cate little gold lame slippers, a 
muu-muu with a purple and 
orange passion flower design, 
many bijou, lipstick most defi¬ 
nitely over the lipline, and a blue 
rinse sparkling in her ratted and 
sprayed solid bubble of a bee¬ 
hive. 

Of course, Lea and Jeanine 
were boffo in nubibus Florida; 
the prevailing idea of entertain¬ 
ment in most Southern states be¬ 
ing drag shows. And I don’t 


mean the drag we know in S.F. 
Drag always flirts with carica¬ 
ture, but that light banter ceased 
locally during the hippie years. 
Following Stonewall, S.F. drag 
made an outright proposition to 
caricature, which was accepted. 
Drag was out, genderfuck in, 
and queens had to come up with 
a reason for being. Voila! They 
modified being women to play¬ 
ing at women, and announced 
their scene was charitable, not 
social. Instant political correct¬ 
ness. Gaze upon the older gen¬ 
eration of S.F. queens — what 
(not who) are their role models? 

So many years of excess and ra¬ 
tionalization are larded upon 
them that I expect multiple tran- 
substantiations in the Golden 
Gate Theatre when La Cage aux 
Folles opens and some of the 
more outre creations find out 
they are what they are. 

Oops. Do we digress? We were 
speaking of drag in the South. In 
S.F. every permutation of reality 
is accepted as reality by the 
brassiere babylonia of the Gay 
community, making it impossi¬ 
ble at this stage to retilt the tiara. 
Reality is very far from San 
Francisco. But Southern queens 
— slim, gorgeous, coif fed with 
hair instead of sculpture (my 
god, they can even put on 
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makeup without results akin to 
Fantasia on acid) — they believe 
they are women. They have 
beauty pageants just like Miss 
America and look just like girls 
and, boy, do they need some per¬ 
mutation. Take those medieval 
ideas away. Give us the outrage¬ 
ous, lovable queens of San Fran¬ 
cisco any day. Reality? I never 
heard of such a thing. 

★ ★ ★ 

That’s the scene. The land 
that time forgot. Upscale Gay 
men tan and tryst in glamorous 
Key West while non-genital 
females pull the wool over their 
eyes with the same shimmery 
ease with which they pull an imi¬ 
tation Halston over their heads. 
Enter Lea DeLaria, Fuckin’ 
Dyke, ready to tell a few jokes. 

Were they ready for Lea’s talk 
on “nature’s cleansing process,” 
the monthly process few people 
can pronounce? “Menstru¬ 
ation,” she explains, “prepares 
my body for pregnancy. It is sad¬ 
ly deceived.” Were they ready for 
a graphic demonstration of the 
sanitary methods used to hide 
“minnestrone?” Of the life raft 
of a tampon she produces, 
swearing, “Nothing gets past 
this mother.” 

Forbidden subjects? A 
DeLaria specialty. Tell me, guys: 
When was the last time you met 
the fellows at the Cafe San 
Guineous to discuss your girl¬ 
friend’s minstrel flow? 

Political satire? Were they 
ready to meet “Jane Fondue?” 
Jane guarantees that if you exer¬ 
cise at her spa you’ll lose weight 
while you loosen the shank of op¬ 
pression; trim your waistline and 
defense spending at the same 
time. 

The Women’s Movement? 
Lea fatuously explains the Brob- 
dingnagian reaches of Woman¬ 
hood: “As a Woman and a Les¬ 
bian I wrap my life around other 
Women. We have a deep unity, 
a spiritual connection. As a 
Woman I have an invisible 
clothesline that wraps itself 
around my waist and the next 
waist and the next and the sun

Quentin Crisp: A Remarkable Man

I was in the crowd at the Palace 
of Fine Arts to hear Quentin 
Crisp. When I got to the 
theater I was surprised by the 
large crowd already milling 
about the lobby. A friend 
pointed me in the direction of 
Crisp, who was sitting at a table 
surrounded by a small audience. 

He’s the sort of man who will 
always stand out in a crowd. He 
was wearing a mauve shirt with 
ruffled sleeves, a scarlet scarf 
tied around his neck, grey slacks 
and mauve socks. His silvery- 
grey hair was done up in a sort 
of bouffant style, and he wore a 
monocle on a chain around his 
neck. 

“Fashion and style are not the 
same thing,” said Crisp during 
his lecture. “Fashion is some¬ 
thing you do when you don’t 
know who you are. Style is some¬ 
thing that comes from within. 
Style and stylish are not the 
same thing, either. When you see 
someone who is dressed very 
stylishly, all that means is that 
they can afford to look like the 
pictures in the glossy catalogs; it 
doesn’t mean they have style. 
Style is something that comes 
from knowing who you are. 

“It’s strange when you think 
about it, but the Greeks, who in¬ 
vented geometry, were unable to 
invent the jock strap,” Crisp 
noted. “At the height of Greek 
civilization Athens must have 
looked like an outfitter’s window 
during a strike.” 

Good manners are made up of 
two rules, he said. 

“Avoid tempting others to be¬ 
have badly (never ask anyone, 
‘How do I look? ’), and learn all 
the techniques of evading having 
to tell the truth. Manners are a 
way of getting what you want 
without appearing to be an ab¬ 
solute swine.” 

During a question and answer 
period Crisp was asked if he had 
modeled himself on anyone. 

“I don’t think you should be 
influenced directly, or model 
yourself on someone. You must 
decide on your own way.” 

Someone in the audience had 
asked whether there was any fu¬ 


ture in a relationship between a 
40-year-old man and a 20-year- 
old boy. 

“You mustn’t try to suborn 
people into a relationship. But I 
don’t know why anyone of 40 
would want to have a relation¬ 
ship with someone of 20. Fancy 
having an affair with someone to 
whom you have to explain what 
you are doing.” 

Asked about AIDS, Crisp 
said, “lam not a doctor and do 
not have any knowledge whether 
AIDS is a real or fanciful illness. 
Americns adore a phenomenon. 
Has not this idea of AIDS been 
manufactured? We have to be 
careful not to get hysterical.” 

Who was the most famous 
Gay person in history? Quentin 
didn’t need to wait long before 
answering. 

“Oscar Wilde was the most 
famous Gay person in recent hi¬ 
story because his case brought 
the fact of our existence into the 
consciousness of the Victorians 
and Edwardians. Anything that 
makes being Gay more com¬ 
monplace is an advantage. The 


more people that accept that 
Gay people are here for good the 
better.” 

Asked whether he was a sur¬ 
vivor, Crisp said, “Yes, in a way 
I suppose I have survived. If I 
had died when I was 60 most of 
the wonderful things that have 
happened to me would not have 
happened, because that’s when 
the movie about my life was 
made. W hen I was 66. 

“The gap between straights 
and Gays is being widened by 
Gays who seem to want to live in 
a separate world,” Crisp said. 
“This saddens me because I 
came from a separate world.” 

Have things changed? “Yes, 
they have. But to be effeminate 
in England is a terrible thing. In 
England men don’t like women.” 

On politicians: “Politics have 
nothing to do with real life. Poli¬ 
tics are a way of making the in¬ 
evitable appear to be a matter of 
wise human choice. Politics are 
for politicians in the same way 
that the church is for the 
priests.”

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My Social Coop

Every so often the muses of Gay fate present one with unique’ 
situations. Quentin Crisp’s recent visit to San Francisco was one 
of those, as I played his host and attendant for four days. My lover, 
Michael, and I donned our snoods and set loose the feather dusters 
in an abbreviated spring cleaning ritual. Flowers were placed and 
garnish stowed as if a brief escape to California from a New York 
winter might need additional emphasis. 

Collecting his person from the KRON studio provided the first 
glimpse of the celebrity status endowed so late in life on this stately 
homo of England. In the cavernous TGI 4 Studio A I was mildly 
surprised at his diminutive yet stately posture. His warm greeting 
disarmed my nervousness and we watched the show hosts turn their 
silly, flippant conversations to a “genuine” interest and concern 
the moment the red light came on over the camera. Mr. Crisp 
assured me most interviewers had tuned this talent to a fine art. 
On camera Mr. Crisp sat in his stocking feet while his mid-calf 
rubber snow boots guarded a string-tied suitcase and a straw bag. 
In the next several days his complete ease in the spotlight was un¬ 
diminished through TV, radio, and video interviews, public ser¬ 
vice announcements, book signings, a lecture for Theatre Rhinoc¬ 
eros, and a near mob scene at 18th and Castro. 

That evening I had planned a quiet dinner party at home after 
we all had time for a nap. He sat calmly at the table watching me 
baste the birds, exclaiming my apparent command of an artistry 
he had never attempted to master. He would eat virtually anything, 
he assured me, that he wasn’t forced to prepare himself. “Kinky” 
green vegetables were, however, not a priority with him. 

My guests had phoned several times to confirm the celebrity 
presence and solicit wardrobe tips. I promised them that the usual 
applied — more is better. Their arrival was accompanied by their 
whispered questions, “Is he really here? What’s he like? Do I look 
all right?" Mr. Crisp quickly put their nervousness to rest with 
his interest in their activities and pursuits. Failure to turn on the 
oven couldn’t have ruined this dinner. 

Quentin Crisp cannot be described as your average tourist, Gay 
or straight. “Anywhere you’d like to go would be just fine with me.” 
He failed to notice the Golden Gate Bridge, so involved was he 
in explaining the political pitfalls of wearing a green or an orange 
flower for St. Patrick’s Day. Sighting Alcatraz brought tales of Burt 
Lancaster. Michael and I escorted him to Castro Street on Satur¬ 
day afternoon, which almost proved his undoing. Within seconds 
of his arrival at the Patio Cafe, a waiter brought Quentin a scotch 
and water and whispered that he had dreamed he would see him 
there that day. At an opposite end of the garden sat porno film 
star Peter Berlin. I pointed Peter out (hmmm) and declared to 
Quentin that some cosmic conjunction must have pulled together 
these two opposing axes of Gay notoriety on this very day. 

Stopping for snapshots under the CASTRO street sign at 18th 
Street almost proved our undoing as a crowd quickly formed. Allen 
White and Jo Daly rushed out from the Elephant Walk to shake 
his hand and our energetic Police Commissioner proudly displayed 
her badge “Oh, my, we’re on both sides of the law now, aren’t we? ” 
he replied. Well-wishers pumped his hand, asked for autographs, 
and thanked him for being who he is. 

Back at home, away from the limelight, Quentin was as accom¬ 
modating a houseguest as I’ve had in fourteen years. (Though I 
might glibly refer to it as “letting his hair down,” I must confess 
that literally this he did not do. My own proclivity towards male 
pattern baldness invites discretion on a subject only one’s hair¬ 
dresser ought know' for sure.) This other side of Mr. Crisp’s public 
persona was equally fascinating. Leisurely breakfasts in our 
pajamas (no filthy dressing gowns while on tour) were as comfort¬ 
able as a visit with my old aunt Dot, though the subject matter 
would have overheated her hearing aid. He peppered his thoughts 
with recollections of part-time lovers, the war years (he refused 
to use a bomb shelter), fame late in life, and the intricacies of liv¬ 
ing in one room for forty years. It sounded like the stuff Blackglama 
ads were made for. 

Some may be surprised that he does not cheer on the present 
Gay direction. A “ghetto mentality reverses my view of the pur¬ 
pose of my life. If someone told me the State of Indiana would 
be given over to self-confessed homosexuals I should break into 
tears.” Perhaps what he finds most worrisome is that Gays may 
have “lost the capacity for social as opposed to sexual intercourse." 

In short, Mr. Crisp is a sparkling conversationalist who listens 
and responds from a truly inimitable point of view. There is no 
doubting he is the author of his books. No one else would dare. 
Yet the impression that lingers is not that of an outrageous or 
hilarious character, but of a gracious and unassuming man. A man 
with a message. 

Escorting him to his plane for Albuquerque, I parted with the 
bittersweet taste of taking leave of a newly-found friend. Maybe 
this was the time to go home and have that cry. ■

Phyllis Diller, Patti Dobrowolski 
from Seattle descended on the 
Valencia Rose, giving the im¬ 
pression that she would kill and 
devour the inhabitants of the 
local SPCA just as long as it got 
a laugh. 

Once into her act, you find 
that the first impression is 
wrong. Although comic/actress 
Dobrowolski does do the humor 
of urban survival, it is that of the 
young woman coping not too 
successfully with the treacheries 
of every day living: how to get it 
and herself together in the morn¬ 
ing; how not to get fired; how to 
handle creepy customers in a 
restaurant. 

In one skit she has worked 
hard on a research project, thus 
feeling confident and prepared 
to present it to her boss and his 
associates in a staff meeting, ex¬ 
cept: “Where’s my shoes! I can’t 
find them! I can’t go in there 
without my shoes! I work for a 
shoe manufacturer.” She is much 
closer to Cathy of the comics 
than to Joan Rivers of Las Vegas. 

Her show is a slick multi- 


Her show is also a multi- 
media affair with her audience. 
Some of the material is delight¬ 
fully wild when she clowns 
through a supermarket com¬ 
pletely carried away by the music 
from her Sony Walkman. Some 
of her other mime is ineffective 
because of excessive mugging 
and lack of subtlety. 

Most of the time she does it 
the hard way. There are no sure¬ 
fire one-liners in the usual stand- 
up comic tradition ... no 
dependable night club act crudi¬ 
ties of heavy-handed sex, con¬ 
tinuous profanity and four-letter 
words dragged in for the shock 
effect. Hers is the humor of the 
urban loner, the uncommitted, 
the conforming citizen with a 
touch of madness in her soul. 

Dobrowolski does some great 
clowning as the singer in her 
Lucky Dog disco number, con¬ 
cluding by pelting the audience 
with milk bone puppy biscuits.

Regret can’t 
be applied in my life. I lived my 
life in a dark tunnel. I have had 
the jobs where I wasn’t given the 
sack, the friends who could 
stand the disgrace, and I have 
lived wherever I wasn’t evicted. 
I didn’t have a choice.” 

Quentin Crisp is a remarkable 
man. A brave man decades be¬ 
fore others were ready to be. 

We gave him a standing ova¬ 
tion — of course.

El Norte 

The Ballad of Gregorio Nava 
and Anna Thomas 


by Steve Warren 

S omething Anna Thomas 
says about undocumented 
Latin workers hits home as 
being true of Gays and other 
minorities as well: “They’re not 
allowed to be human beings, the 
way they’re treated in the news¬ 
papers. The minute they become 
human beings you can’t do the 
things that are being done to 
them.’’ 

Thomas is the producer of El 
Norte, which was directed by her 
husband, Gregory Nava; they 
collaborated on the screenplay. 

El Norte makes human be¬ 
ings of its central characters, so 
that you can no longer overlook 
them as you might the typcial 
field hand, busboy or cleaning 
woman. If the film has the sub¬ 
tle, lingering after-effect its 
makers intended, you’ll carry 
this new attitude out of the 
theatre with you and pay more 
attention to the people around 
you. “The next time you go to a 
restaurant you won’t be able to 
ignore the person who pours 
your coffee,” Thomas says, ig¬ 
noring the person pouring her 
coffee. 

“The best way to make a 
political film,” Thomas says, “is 
not to make a political film.” 
The idea, she and her husband 
explain, is that they’re offering 
an emotional human story to at¬ 
tract people who wouldn’t go to 
a political film. Once the audi¬ 
ence is in there the underlying 
politics can go to work on them. 

Nava, who is of Mexican/ 
Basque descent, stresses the tri¬ 
lingual, “triple layered” ap¬ 
proach he took to his story. Cul¬ 
turally, the Mexicans in the mid¬ 
dle are as different from the 
Mayans of Guatemala as they 
are from the gringos of the U.S. 

The family-oriented Guate¬ 
malan Indians are communal, 
Nava says, while the Mexicans 
are concerned with survival on 
an individual level and the peo¬ 
ple of “El Norte” go beyond sur¬ 
vival to stress thriving, even at 
the expense of others. 

In their quest for funding the 
filmmakers dealt with Holly¬ 
wood studios and listened to all 
the compromises that were “sug¬ 
gested” by people who wouldn’t 
loosen the pursestrings unless 
their ideas were adopted. The 
characters should speak Eng¬ 


lish, the role of the border guard 
should be beefed up so a “star” 
could play it; it was even seri¬ 
ously suggested that the leads be 
played by Brooke Shields and 
Robby Benson instead of two 
Mexicans unknown in this 
country. 

After “two years of rejection 
therapy,” Thomas says, “we 
realized in no way could we do 
our film the way we wanted with 
a major studio involved.” They 
finally got a large part of their 
backing from the PBS Ameri¬ 
can Playhouse series, which 
also funded last year’s Testa¬ 
ment. 

The dialogue won’t be edited 
for television, Nava says. “We 
told them, ‘You take it chingadas 
and all, or you don’t get it.’” 
Thomas adds that the subtitles 
will be “more discreet,” as using 
“f— k” instead of spelling out the 
word. 


While Thomas prefers not to 
discuss the film’s budget, she 
says — and I believe her — that 
unlimited funds would not have 
changed the final product; but 
“We would have had more hot 
food on the set while we were 
filming.” 

As much as other critics and 
I have praised El Norte, Nava 
and Thomas give the impression 
that no one could like it more 
than they. Relating for the 
zillionth time how their produc¬ 
tion manager and film were 
seized and held for ransom in 
Mexico or how they hired 216 
four-year-old laboratory rats to 
terrorize the lead actors in the 
sewer pipe sequence, they fall 
into excited conversation with 
each other that leaves their inter¬ 
viewers virtually shut out. 

Greg is chubby and babyfaced 
with a boyish enthusiasm to 
match. Anna is a potentially at¬ 
tractive blue-eyed blonde, but 
her weight can’t all be blamed on 
their six-week-old son. She 
seems to have the aggressiveness 
to focus her husband’s energy. 
Both graduates of UCLA’s film 
school, they collaborated on 
several projects before deciding 
in 1975 that “it was safe to get

EL NORTE 

Fer Sur 

To many people south of the border “El Norte” (the U.S.) is 
the Promised Land. Not the U.S. as we know it — or as a very 
few of them will come to know it — but the idealized U.S. they 
see in movies or the Spanish edition of Good Housekeeping. 

El Norte is melodrama as art form. It traces the journey of a 
Guatemalan Indian brother and sister, Enrique (David Villal- 
pando) and Rosa (Zaide Silvia Gutierrez), from the small town 
where their parents are taken from them for political activity, 
through Mexico to the relative luxury of a squalid Los Angeles 
motel room which at least has electric lights and a flush toilet. 

Once settled — as settled as one can be when a knock on the 
door from Immigration can mean instant deportation and the loss 
of everything they’ve achieved — they experience a few too many 
good breaks to believe, but enough bad breaks to keep them — 
and us — from getting complacent. The frequent highs and un¬ 
expected moments of humor prevent a tragic story from being a 
downer. 

Made on a small budget by the husband-wife team of Gregory 
Nava and Anna Thomas, El Norte doesn’t look cheap. It runs 
2 hours and 19 minutes, but seems much shorter. It never drags 
and has moments of Costa Gavras-like suspense which Nava 
presents in a style all his own. 

Although it was made for television (PBS’s “American 
Playhouse”), it will be interesting to see what happens to El Norte 
when it gets there. A running gag about how to recognize a Mexi¬ 
can keeps the soundtrack peppered with chingada and the sub¬ 
titles flashing “fuck” until the words lose their sting. 

Don’t wait to find out whether television is ready for El Norte. 
See it before its beauty and color are compressed onto a small 
screen, even though its humanity is bound to survive the transition.

If 
the soundtrack is a hit it will be 
a case of life imitating art laugh¬ 
ing at life. 

If the movie’s not a hit it will 
be because people don’t ap¬ 
preciate good satire; then life will 
have the last laugh. ■

The Trouble 
With Harry 

Terminally Cute 

The trouble with Harry is he’s dead 
and nobody knows what to do with his 
body. In this third re-release of the five 
long unseen Hitchcock films from the 
’50s, the Master of Suspense decided 
to play a joke on his audiences — he 
opted for no suspense and tried out his 
wry, understated humor. 

It wasn’t funny in 1955 and it is even 
less amusing today. Hitch’s idea of 
“black” humor was to have all the 


One of the funniest movies 
I’ve ever seen was The Rutles, 
which was made for TV and got 
an incredibly low rating, even for 
NBC. It was a slavishly detailed 
parody of the Beatles. 

This is Spinal Tap is also 
funny. Not as funny, but funny. 
The fictional rock group Spinal 
Tap bears some similarity to the 
Beatles, from their early English 
sounds to the woman who causes 
a rift between the band’s two 
most creative members; but they 
are contemporary, having de¬ 
volved into heavy metal, and cer¬ 
tainly less talented. 


Director Rob Reiner (“Meat- 
head” of All in the Family) co¬ 
wrote the script and songs (from 
“Big Bottom”: “The bigger the 
cushion, the sweeter the pushin’ 
... How can I leave this be¬ 
hind?”) with the three key 
members of Spinal Tap: Michael 
McKean (David - guitar - 
blond), Christopher Guest 
(Nigel - guitar - sensitive, tem¬ 
peramental and jealous of 
David’s girlfriend) and Harry 
Shearer (Derek - bass - dresses 
in leather and frightens the girls 
away with his padded pants). 
There’s a big turnover in drum¬ 


characters in the small New England 
town think they were responsible for 
Harry’s demise. Edmund Gwenn 
thinks he mistakenly shot him while 
illegally hunting rabbits. Mildred Nat- 
wick assumes it was her fault when she 
struck Harry with her shoe after he at¬ 
tacked her. Shirley MacLaine, who was 
Harry’s wife, just wants him out of the 
way but didn’t even know he was in 
town — dead or alive. 

Set against the multi-colored 
autumn, The Trouble With Harry 
has scenery that is almost more lively 
than the story. Harry gets buried and 
exhumed about four times, is kicked 
around a bit (just to be sure he’s really 
dead), and.in the end he brings to¬ 
gether MacLaine with stoic artist John 
Forsythe, and Natick with Gwenn. The 
performances by MacLaine and For¬ 
sythe are slight and enjoyably profes¬ 
sional by veterans Natwick and 
Gwenn. Hitchcock’s cameo blends in 
so subtly that this piece of under¬ 
statement is as troublesome as Harry 
— and about as lively. ■

That was Frameline’s Eighth 
Annual International Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival, which 
will happen June 18-24 — four 
days at the Castro and three at 
the Roxie. Rather than assem¬ 
bling the press and reading pro¬ 
motional materials to them for 
an hour, followed by an hour of 
budget questions from Judy 
Stone, as the city’s non-Gay 
festival does, Frameline threw a 
party at the Vorpal Gallery. 

The excuse for the fundraiser 
was that Vito Russo “happened 
to be in the neighborhood.” The 
author of The Celluloid Closet 
was in L.A. to interview Lily 
Tomlin for Moviegoer and stop¬ 
ped off here on his way back.

Perhaps 
most exciting will be the chance 
to see homosexuality return to its 
Greek roots in Angel (not to be 
confused with the recent Ameri¬ 
can or coming Irish film of that 
title), which was named Best 
Picture at the 1982 Thessaloniki 
Festival. 

Also scheduled, with more to 
be added, are Drifting (Israel), 
On Guard (Australia), The 
Terence Davies Trilogy (Great 
Britain), Rainbow Serpent 
(France), Mirror Mirror (Den¬ 
mark) and two new Curt 
McDowell films. 

In his brief remarks Russo 
urged continued support for 
“the San Francisco, New York, 
Chicago, and soon-to-be Key 
West Lesbian and Gay Film Fes¬ 
tivals.”

Paul Young Brings Rhythm 
and Romance to America

I n his American debut at San 
Francisco’s Wolfgang’s 
Nightclub, English pop 
singer Paul Young proved, in 
spite of irritating technical dif¬ 
ficulties and some unnecessary 
Michael Jackson choreography, 
that he can sing as sensually in 
performance as in the studio, a 
point already proven on his 
album No Parlez. 

Although Young’s strength is 
more suited for the low-key 
balladeering which highlights 
his album, he chose an up¬ 
tempo approach for most of the 
show, which was somewhat dis¬ 
appointing, since his powerful 
vocals did not dominate the per¬ 
formance. But his voice was 
strong enough to overcome the 
lead guitar — which could have 
just as well been left in England. 

Young’s vocal force was best 
displayed on “A Broken Man,” 
in which he was accompanied 
only by the piano player, and 
during the encore performance 
of Marvin Gaye’s “Wherever I 
Lay My Hat That’s My Home.” 

His rendition of his first 
American hit “Come Back And 
Stay,” which at first was over¬ 
powered by the lead guitarist, 
then rudely interrupted by a 
technical failure causing the lead 
guitarist to lose sound, was sav¬ 
ed by the fact that after stopping 
the performance to deal with the 
problem, the other band mem¬ 
bers continued playing. Young 
finished the song beautifully — 
and without the crowding sound 
of the lead guitar, the rendition 
sounded more like the recorded 
version, which is, for those 
hopeless romantics, a classic 
gutsy torch song that seems to 
have grown out of the early 
American blues. 

Overall, it was easy to denote 
the influence of American rhy¬ 
thm and blues on Young’s music, 
and Young proved his mastery of 
romance and rhythm on his cov¬ 
er of Don Covay’s “It’s Better to 
Have It and Not Need It, Than 
to Need It and Not Have It.” 

The fact that San Francisco is 
full of lovers who love romance 
was obvious when a guy in the 
balcony yelled “I want you 
Paul.”

Area but she is unique because 
of her ability to perform driving 
rock-oriented music in a scene 
dominated by a smoother, more 
folk-oriented sound. 

Her rock sensitivity may not 
be unique but the title track off 
her new album Running is cer¬ 
tainly the only contender for 
radio/club play to have come out 
of the women’s music scene to 
date.

Even though more rock 
oriented material could only be 
flattering, Millington’s album 
overall will still be one of the best 
Bay Area releases of 1984.

Set in the period the West called “the 
Jazz Age,” it shows that the music 
wasn’t unknown in the Soviet Union. 
The party liners denounce it as “a 
monstrous product of bourgeois deca¬ 
dence,” but young Konstantine defends 
it as “revolutionary” because its roots 
are in the Negroes, “the most oppress¬ 
ed people in the U.S.;” then he goes 
off to form his country’s first jazz band. 

The music catches on faster than 
they do, giving the quartet time to get 
good and to grow closer as friends — 
er, comrades. 

The soundtrack, not always well 
synched to the action, is full of good¬ 
time music, dixieland and ragtime. 
There are moments which recall the 
glorious Hollywood musicals of old, 
and moments of warmth the likes of 
which Hollywood — let alone the 
USSR — rarely achieves. 

Jazzman may not be a major film, 
but it’s a fine and pleasant one, highly 
accessible to Americans who like the 
music; and star Igor Sklyar is probably 
the cutest Russian I’ve ever seen. ■

lish lp Ricochet Days and final¬ 
ly to another single release “Six¬ 
teen Days” by This Mortal Coil, 
which contains contributions by 
both the Cocteau Twins and 
members of Modern English. 

Richochet Days, by Modern 
English, is actually a pleasant 
collection of songs that indeed 
possess a solid base, unlike This 
Mortal Coil’s music.

Synthetic (aka synthesized), 
progressive and/or experimental 
rock is fine but it has no appeal 
until it coalesces into a more 
solid form than either the Coc¬ 
teau Twins or This Mortal Coil 
have developed. Wandering aim¬ 
lessly should be left to Christians 
(or was it the Jews?) since it adds 
little value to pop music. Laurie 
Andersen’s meanderings may 
not necessarily go from point A 
to point B but her poetic cyn¬ 
icism and staccato drawl at least 
manage to hold the listener in 
suspense rather than lose them 
in lethargy. 


O Superwoman continues to 
reveal her comic schizophrenia, 
or mirror of society as the case 
may be, on her latest release 
Mister Heartbreak which 
features Peter Gabriel, Nile 
Rodgers, Phoebe Snow as well as 
Adrian Belew whose guitar work 
seems better suited for Ander¬ 
sen’s music than his own. Will¬ 
iam Burroughs adds a wonder¬ 
ful closing touch on “Sharkey’s 
Night,” the other end of “Shark¬ 
ey’s Day” with which Andersen 
opens the album’s can of 
psychological worms. 

Fervor by Jason and the Scor¬ 
chers is energy-filled music, 
compared to most of Rank and 
File’s country/new wave 
material, but “Absolutely Sweet 
Marie” is the strongest tune and 
may not be enough to give this 
band much exposure. Rockabil¬ 
ly and its many variations hasn’t 
had too much luck in the mass 
market, aside from the Stray 
Cats, and whether that fact 
changes remains to be seen. 

Sparkle In the Rain, the 
newest release from the Simple 
Minds, contains not only the 
popular “Waterfront,” with its 
beautifully layered wall of sound 
but also several other generous¬ 
ly produced and well-written 
songs.

One day Steve Stapleton de¬ 
cided he wanted to play football 
on a Gay team. That was a prob¬ 
lem — there weren’t any Gay 
football teams. So Stapleton de¬ 
cided to start one. Now the guys 
who play in the monthly games 
are thinking about what it would 
take to form a Gay football 
league. 


ball jersey with the number 
“69,” and Stapleton was ready to 
play ball. 

The informal gatherings have 
become a regular once-per- 
month game, usually on the sec¬ 
ond Sunday. Stapleton describes 
it as “light tackle.” 


“I believe in a fast game. As

I asked Stapleton if he gets 
tired of the organizer role he’s 
assumed. “Sometimes one of the 
guys will say, ‘Oh, football.’ The 
word has taken on a negative 
connotation for some Gay peo¬ 
ple. Then I remind him what a 
good time he had the last time,” 
he said. 

“Often we’ll play until we get 
tired. Then we might go over to 
the Pipeline for a beer. One day 
we had about twenty-five people. 
We even had some friends in 
drag as Valley Girl cheerleaders. 
It’s fun when a lot of people 
show up. Sometime guys will 
bring their new boyfriends,” 
Stapleton said. 

Stapleton’s goal is a Gay foot¬ 
ball league such as the softball 
leagues sponsored by the bars. I 
cited the possibility of the game 
— his game — losing some of its 
spontaneity and of lesser players 
being replaced by “ringers” by 
a bar trying to move up in the 
standings. He said, “I would be 
strongly opposed to that. I think 
there are ways that this could be 
prevented. Rather than honoring 
the team that’s won the most 
games, there could be ‘merit 
awards’ such as for the team 
that’s exhibited the most Gay 
pride or been the most inspira¬ 
tional,” Stapleton said. 

“Participation levels should be 
kept rigid. People should iden¬ 
tify more with the league than 
with individual teams. There 



"I like to play. I started this 
whole thing” — his campaign to 
get a league going — “assuming 
that there was one; not trying to 
start it, but to find it. It was like 
the search for the Holy Grail — 
or Holy Gridiron,” Stapleton 
said. 

That was two years ago. It oc¬ 
curred to Stapleton that there 
may be something in the Bay 
Area Reporter , but what he 
found was “every other conceiv¬ 
able sport.” He phoned the 
sports editor and was told that 
there was no one to whom he 
could be recommended to find a 
Gay football team. He tried his 
gym. No luck. He began posting 
notices on the bulletin boards of 
gyms around the city, but still 
got no response. 

So Stapleton gathered who¬ 
ever he could by word of mouth 
and asked them to join him in an 
occasional Sunday game at Col- 
lingwood Playground in the 
Castro. His dad gave him a foot-

Wilderness Women 


For ten weeks, beginning 
March 28 until May 30, Women 
in the Wilderness is conducting 
a weekly group for women ad¬ 
venturers.

and the moon and the earth and 
Holly Near.” 

Were they ready for the 
obligatory Bette Davis imita¬ 
tion? No famous lines, no fren¬ 
zied cigarette. Lea gives you B.D. 
being born — Bette’s first peek 
out of the vagina and then some. 
Right there on stage. 

That put some cracks in Miss 
Tammy, the Queen of Tampa’s 
dream of Womanhood. Tammy’s 
testicles dropped to her knees 
when Lea DeLaria introduced 
Twat to the Southland. Oh, 
yeah, she took ’em by storm. 
They stood up and screamed — 
it must have been like introduc¬ 
ing fire in the Stone Age. The 
Miss “I’ve Got My Dick Pulled 
Back Between My Crack” Con¬ 
test might not survive. Lea 
brought 1984 to Florida — not 
Orwell’s 1984, but hers and ours 
and San Francisco’s, where drag 
might be dying and men and 
women are becoming friends. 

I n private conversation, Lea 
refers repeatedly to “the 
Movement.” Like most Femi¬ 
nist Lesbians (Raging Bulls?), 
Lea’s is a deep, serious commit¬ 
ment. It’s not to be ridiculed. So, 
of course. Lea mocks it down to 
its innermost labial fold. 

A little raunch, some shock 
value, a few Sacred Cows getting 
their milk churned, and a swarm 
of jokes that bumblebee around 
your ears — if you weren’t 
laughing so hard you might 
notice you were being stung. 

And after the sting, Lea will 
sing — wonderfully incisive 
songs with lyrics that snap, writ¬ 
ten by Jeanine, or Gershwin and 
Porter standards. Both women 
had musical parents; Lea got her 
training for comedy by playing 
in Gay and straight piano bars 
around Chicago. 


“When the queens came in 
after a night of drinking and 
dancing you had to be fast, 
honey. That’s all there was to it.” 

Lea’s a lovely singer — her 
voice going from clear to gruff, 
her jazzy improvisations right on 
the note. She is in the music, and 
it does a curious thing. We all 
know Gershwin; trust it. So we 
trust Lea. When she goes back 
to stand-up, she can read us up 
and down — and we’ll buy it. 
For her main subject, no matter 
what the character she assays, is 
Freedom of Choice. What sort of 
dyke or fag will you be? Will you 
bite into the Straight values or 
forge your own? That’s why she 
can ridicule anything, for it’s her 
way of walking us forward to our 
own identities. And it’s why we 
can laugh so hard — her com¬ 
edy may bite, but we’re looking 
in a mirror which reflects our 
own laughing faces. 

There just isn’t another dyke 
who croons sweetly, likes “to sing 
hot and crazy” and then tells it 
like it is. 

At the moment, Lea and 
Jeanine are one-of-a-kind. And 
her Bull Dyke act? Lea’s a 
canary, a drag king. Catch those 
Marilyn Monroe attitudes, girl¬ 
ish movements and gossamer 
giggle. She works both sides of 
the street and blows her own act. 

“I know,” she says. “That’s 
the point.” 

Don’t buy stereotypes. “We all 
have our different appearances, 
but inside we’re all just human. 
Seems simple, but people have a 
hard time with it.”

Massacre, I Love a Psychotic 
(in which DiFi visits her shrink), 
and a piece written especially for 
this engagement, Mascara for 
the Mannish. There’ll be music, 
of course, probably including 
Jeanine’s brilliant arrangement 
of “(They’re Writing Songs of 
Love) But Not For Me.” After a 
torch rendition, pure love lost, 
the tempo doubles, and in free 
rhythm Lea delivers Jeanine’s 
update: They aren’t writing love 
songs for Lesbians.

I’d have someone to watch over me. 
I’d get my degree. 

Who could foresee that I’d swim 
upstream 7 

Who could have known that I’d break 


the mold? 

Break that mold, Lea and 
Jeanine. Be Lesbians who don’t 
wear makeup, sing nightclub 
jazz and help us find out who we 


are. When the old molds are 
broken, we’re free. What sort of 
Gay men and women will we 
create then? ■
